They are the ones 
who have been reached by his verses, for 
so sympathetic is this great man that it 
would be hard indeed, to find a man, woman 
or child who does not appreciate Riley. 

Although Mr. Riley is recognized as a 
great poet by critics of the sternest school, 
he prefefs to be known as a humble singer 
who raises his voice that humanity may be 
benefited by a little of life’s sunshine. He 
has found the good elements of everything 
and so optimistic is his philosophy that he 
has never found it necessary even te hint 
at the sordid things of life. This is one of 
the reasons why he has won so large an

THE CONSTITUTION UNDERMINED? 


the Editor of The Times:] What 
are the “Progressive” nciples? 
Eliminating glittering generalities, ir- 
relevant platitudes, and pure dun- 
combe, and coming down to concrete 
— what do the Progressives spe- 
advocate that should commend 
them to the favorable consideration 
of voters? There should be no doubt 
in the mind of any one of ordinary 
information on this point. 

The answer that rises A 
to the UMpa—the initiative, the ref 
endum, and the reécall—covers the 
whole ground. 

These measures constitute the sum 
and substance of the political reform 
proposed by the Progressives as the 
panacea for all the ills due, directly 
or indirectly, to unwise laws of in- 
perfect administration. 

The merit of the Progressive cause, 
then, depends altogether upon the 
worth of these measures as a means 
of accomplishing the desired result. 
And to determine intelligently their 
worth in that respect it is, of course, 
necessary to undeistand our present 
system of government, and especially 
its fundamental defects, if any, and 
then to be assured the remedy 
propoged gives promise of improve- 
ment. 

It is alleged by the would-be — 
formers that the authorized 
sentatives of the ple enact — 
or objectionable laws, and that the 
courts render unrighteous or unpop- 
ular decidions;: therefore they pro- 
pose, as a remedy for the evil, to 
deprive legislatures and courts of 
their constitytional functions and 
vest in the electorate absolute pow- 
er. Now, it may be admitted that 
legislatures and courts, in common 

all other human agencies, are 

le, but it is nevertheless true 
that as a class our legislators and 
judges compare favorably with eur 
best class of citizens, and that in- 
stances of corrupt or improper con- 
duct in their official duties are «ex- 
ceptional. But, provisionally, ad- 
mitting the alleged frequency of of- 
ficial misconduct, is the remedy pro- 
posed adequate or desirable? 

Let us see. Under our existing sys- 
tem of government, citizens of the 
United States enjoy certain funda- 
mental rights and privileges which 
cannot be abridged or impaired by 
legislatures, courta by popular 
elections. They cannot be deprived of 
life, liberty or property, without due 
process of law; they are secure in 
their persons, houses, papers, an4 ef- 
fects against unreasonable searches 
and seizures; their property cannot be 
taken for public use without just 
compensation; excessive ball cannot 
be required, nor excessive fines im- 
posed, nor cruel * unusuel punish- 
ments inflicted; 4 in all criminal) 
prosecutions the accused is’ entitled 
to a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury in the district wherein 
the crime was committed. All these 
rights and privileges, and many 
others, are now assured to the peo- 
ple by the Constitution, and no State 
can abridge or impair them. More- 
over, the Constitution expressly guar- 
antees to every State a rephblican 
form of government, that ir, 4 g. 
ernment, to adopt Webster's defini- 
tion, “in which the sovereign power 
is exercised by representatives elect- 
ed by the people,” as distinguished 
from a democracy, which he defines 
as “a form of government in which 
the supreme power is in the hands 
of the people, and directly exercised 
by them.” Now the Progressive pro- 
gramme is to abolish constitutione! 
rights, to convert our republic inte 
a pure democracy, and to subordi- 
nate legislatures, courts and constitu- 
tonal safeguards to popular elections. 
By the initiative and referendum 
power is to be conferred uon the 
electorate to enact and repeal laws 
directly, independently of the legisla- 
ture, thus not only infringing upon, 
but virtually nullifying, the constitu- 
tional power of the latter. They 
might. in fact, actually abolish the 
legislature altogether, if so disposed, 
and then, if the Constitution ts to be 
regarded as an “antiquated docu- 
ment“ of no especial force and et- 
fect, as Gov. Johnson and other Pro- 
gressive orators profess to regard it.

The project, which is comprehen- 
sive and which has been worked out 
with an eye to future development, 
calls for the eventual utilization of the 
entire property of the school, which 
is one of the most beantifully-situated 
acreage holdings in the fashionable 
Oneonta Park section. The school 
tract fronts on Huntington boulevard 
for 1000 feet east of the Oneonta Park 
depot, and has similar frontagés on 
Fremont, Maple and Primrose ave- 
nues. It was acquired from H. E. 
Huntington about six years ago. The 
site is a fine natural elevation and 
lends itself admirably to the purposes 
of the architect and landscaper. 

JUNIOR HALL FIRST. 

Plans have already been completed 
by Mr. Haenke for the complete re- 
modeling of the present junior hall 
building of the school, a beautiful! 
structure planned and erected for the 
institution by the Milwaukee Build- 
ing Company about a year ago. This 
building, which has housed the dif- 
ferent departments of the school and 
served as a dormitory and living hal! 
as well, will be changed to meet class- 
room requirements throughout. The 
exterior is to be made over to con- 
form architecturally with the other 
structures planned, the general style 
decided upon being similar to that of 
one of the noted English colleges. 

Adjacent to the junior hall, and 
connected with it by drives, walks and 
an elaborate garden scheme, will — 
the domestic science hall, where wi 
be offered thorough courses in do- 
mestic training. The building win be 
adjacent to the household garden and 
near to the da maintained by the 
school, this p making practical 
demonstration work in the prepara- 
tion of food possible. 

The senior hall will crown a knoll 
overlooking a wide panorama of 
mountain and valley scenery and wil’ 
be approached by contour walks and 
drives. Near by will be an open-air 
théater, set in a natural amphitheater 
and opening directly into the athletic 
field. A gymnasium will complete the 
achool group proper. 

An interesting feature in connection 
with the project is the plan of the 
management to erect a long row of 
two-story apartments along the north- 
ern boundary of the property, these, 
with the exception of a number to be 
occupied by the senior students, to be 
leased for income purposes. The 
apartments will follow English types 
and willl be in architectural harmony 
with the school buildings, githough 
for the most part disassociated with 
school purposes.

Newey Items Concerning the 
Mining Districts 


[Spectal Corresponéence of the Times.) 

BISBEE (Aru.) Oct. 4—There was 
general surprise carly in the week 
over the announcement that the Shat- 
tuck directors had abandoned, for the 
time being, the long-discussed plan of 
building a smelter at Douglas, and, 
instead, had entered into an advan- 
tageous contract with the Calumet and 
Arizona company for smelting the 
Property’s rich ores. 

The company’s stock made a quick 
rise, for now there is not only a 
prospect of steady dividends, but also 
for the distribution of a considerable 
sum held in the treasury for the build- 
ing fund. Men familiar with the 


proposed force of 300 miners, the out- 
put should be about 400 tons of 8 per 
cent. ore a day, which can be relied 
upon for a net profit of $13.50 a ton, 
equivaient to a $5 dividend annually, 
or more than $1,000,000 a year. 

At first, according to I. C. Shat- 
tuck, only about 200 tons a day are 
to be-shipped, ow to the present 
lack of facilities for handling the ore 
at the smelter, which is now under 
reconstruction.

The Copper Queen is pushing ex-

The company is also preparing to 
explore with churn drills the Copper 
King ground lately acquired.

It is told that he 
returned to it whenever he was in 
need of money, unlocked a great door 
at the tunnel mouth, hired a few 
miners and got out several carloads 
of silver ore for shipment to the 
smelter. On the returns he would re- 
sume residence in Los Angeles till the 
bank account again showed signs of 
depletion. The deepest workings are 
about 600 feet and are sald to be run- 
ning into rich copper.

There at¢ two kinds of errom in 
baseball, the mental the mechant- 
eal. The former often. passes unod- 
served by the average spectator or the 
blame ig put upon the wrong man. The 
latter never ta overlooked by pub- 
lic. Among players and managers the 
mechanical error passes unrebuked 
while the mental biender, even if it 
resalia S@ventageously to the team, 
always brings at least mild censure 
for the offender if the manager is 
wise. 

The player whe thinks out a play 
but makes a mechanical error in at- 
tempting to execute it usually draws 
& compliment from his boss and 
team-mates. He is comforted with 
“That wes good stuff and tough luck.” 
The player who thinks awry and still 
ta lucky ouch to get away without 
having u cost his team anything, ts 
sure to be told an about it when he 
geta back to the bench and is in- 
formed as to the thickness of the bone 
under hie scalp which increases in 
thickness as each player takes his 
turn in the serio-comic kidding match 
—-erious because an effort is being 
made to impress the mistake on the 
player's mind so thoroughly that he 
will not make it again with per 
Gisastrous resuite—comic because the 
eriticiam usvally is tempered with 
jocose language and tone.

WHEN WALSH WAS KILLED

HARLES FRANCIS WALSH, the 
well known aviator, who met death 
at Trenton, N. J., October . was 


yet produced, and of all the birdmen 
who have had fetal sceidents no 
name will live longer in memory, 

that of Walsh. 

Walsh first became interested in 
aviation during the summer of 1909 
in San Diego. With some friends he 
organised the San Diego Aeroplane 
Company. The company built a large 

by Walsh, which 
was destroyed by a wind storm when 
about completed. The machine was 
rebuilt and on January 24, 1910 was 
used in conjunction with Charles X. 
Maraliton’s biplane for an exhibition 
While testing the machine, Walsh 
started down the course straight for 
the Hamilton .biplane and, unable to 
turn to the left, he tarned to the 
right, crashing into a fence, thus asv- 
ing Hamilton's machine, but de- 
molishing his own. 

Thirty-one days later Walsh com- 
pleted a biplane similar te the one 
veed by Hamilten, in which he made 
his first fight. Concerning this, Walsh 
made the following statement: “After 
& couple of weeks’ running on the 
ground, one day I happened to tun 
the elevator at just the right angle 
and I was in the air at an altitude 
of twenty feet. It would be hard to 
Geacribe the sensations that I exper- 
tenced, I might ay that I was er- 
joyea that I had at last sueceeded 
in the thing that 1 
dreamed about so long feeling 
Was immediately surmounted by the 
desire to return to terra firma as soon 
Die, 80 I depressed my elevator 
and landed on all three wheels, for 
a wonder, considering that I did not 
know how to operate the machine.”

Roads Are 

N THE civilization of our day good roads are trumps 

and everything else two-spots. The county engineer 
of Los Angeles county has gone to the American Road 
Congress which meets at Atlantic City September 30 
to October 5. He will look into all questions connected 
with roads, including road machinery, material for 
roads, and how to use the material. Southern California 
has made a very good beginning in road-building. Tour- 
ists who have visited Europe and have been in the 
habit of looking with envious eyes upon the roads of 
the Old World will have to do so no more. Our newly 
built roads are not as good as the best but a good deal 
better. Nearly all the continent of Western Europe has 
its soil washed off into the ocean by the storms of ages, 
and is now down to bed rock. Where this is so there is 
a natural road bed already provided and the usual sur- 
facing is of finely crushed rock. The road is level and 
smooth, but the sharp material is horrible on rubber 
tires. There is no road there to compare with ours 
where there is a good macadam base properly surfaced 
with asphaltum. 


The Irrigation Congress. 

HE National Irrigation Congress has just met and 

adjourned at Salt Lake City. This important institu- 
tion reaches its majority this year, and quite properly 
celebrates its twenty-first anniversary where it was 
born at the City of the Saints. Salt Lake was a very 
proper place for the beginning of the work of this con- 
gress, for there for the first time in the history of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, irrigation was begun on a large scale. 
It is sixty-six years since the Mormon colony found the 
salt sea in the midst of a desert and surrounded by the 
great mountains, and there began the art of growing 
crops through an artificial application of moisture. 


Worthy Their Attention. 

NDER directions from the Secretary of War Col. Me- 

Kinstry of the Board of Engineers connected with 
that department of the government, has asked the City 
Council of Long Beach for data connected with the inner 
harbor. The day before Col. McKinstry's visit to that 
point a lot of the big men of the Southern Pacific were 
at San Pedro making a careful inspection of conditions 
there. Of course neither the government official nor the 
railroad men proclaimed the purpose of their visit from 
the house tops. When men like these sit in a game they 
do not lay their hands upon the table. But when they 
play a card it usually takes a trick. Our harbors, both 
inner and outer, are big stakes, worth winning by rail- 
road companies or government department. 


A New Seaside Feature. 

HE winning of the West has cost at every step of 

the way, at every blow in the battle, courage and 
enterprise. The winning of the West has begotten 
these necessary qualities in the people who won it from 
savagers and barbarism and have caused it to bloom 
forth with material prosperity and all the lovely flow- 
ers of civilization. The other day Ocean Park was 
consumed by fire all along its ocean front. The 
amusement features there created in the last half-dozen 
years were numerous, some of them unique in their 
way, aml all upbuilt at great cost. The people of the 
Great Southwest have learned to look upon these 
things with collected spirits and courageous hearts. 
Such disasters are only spurs to prick them on to more 
noble achievement. Ocean Park will have by the open- 
ing of the season next spring all the old amusement 
features restored in handsomer shape than they were, 
all its hotels and lodging-houses rebuilt on a scale of 
greater magnificence and luxury, and to these will be 
added a great esplanade reaching all along the silver 
sands on which the waves of the Pacific break in 
music.

Real and Pseudo Reform. 


HE population of the United States has 
been increasing for some decades at the 

rate of about a million à year, or a ratio of 
about 1 per cent. With the increase of popu- 
lation the expenses of government may be ex- 
pected to increase. And this is an expectation 
in which the people are never disappointed, 
whether we regard municipal, State or national 
affairs. A sound administration of the gov- 
ernment in any branch would result in expenses 
increasing less rapidly than the population. 


This is a fact in political economy known to all 


good business men. But those who might ex- 
pect the expenses to increase less rapidly than 
the population or even only in the same ratio, 
would be doomed to disappointment. 


If we go back three census periods and take 
that one between 1880 and 1890, it appears 
that the expenses of the administration of the 
government increased at the rate of about 3 
per cent. per annum. Between 1890 and 1900 
the expenses of the government increased about 
4 per cent. per annum. We are speaking a!! 
the way through this article of the ordinary ex- 
penses of the Federal government. It is not 
an exhibition of sound administration to find 
these expenses increasing by 3 or 4 per cent. 
with an increase in population of about 1 per 
cent. 

When Col. Roosevelt, upon the assassination 
of President McKinley, assumed the adminis- 
tration of the Federal government, there was a 
surplus in the treasury of about $90,000,000. 
The ordinary disbursements of the year 
amounted to $471,190,857, and the receipts for 
that year were $91,000,000 in excess of the dis- 
bursements. As President, Mr. Roosevelt ad- 
ministered the government from 1901 until the 
spring of 1909. His administration was not 
economical. For during the seven years the 
ordinary expenses of the government increased 
$19,000,000, or about 40 per cent. in the period, 
or almost 6 per cent. per annum. The increase 
in the previous ten years, as stated above, had 
been about 4 per cent. a year. In the last year 
of Mr. Roosevelt's administration the position 
of the treasury had been changed from the sur- 
plus of $90,000,000 to a deficit of $58,000,000. 

Mr. Taft came into the office of President 
March 4, 1909. If he had considered that for 
ten years, 1880 to 1890, the expense of the gov- 
ernment had increased 3 per cent. per annum, 
in the next census period at the rate of 4 per 
cent. per annum, and in the last year covering 
Mr. Roosefelt’s administration by nearly 6 per 
cent. per annum and he had set before himself 
the task of not letting the increased percent- 
age go to a higher figure, his administration 
could not have been charged with extrava- 
gance. 

But Mr. Taft, with no diaphanous theories 
in his mind, and no iridescent dreams as his 
guiding star, set before himself a much more 
practical and important reform in the adminis- 
tration of the Federal government. By apply- 
ing measures not merely of strict integrity, but 
of sound business to the finances of the coun- 
try, he not only held the cost of administration 
down to the average level of Mr. Roosevelt's 
administration, but he held it down to the aver- 
age level of the increase of the previous thirty 
years, and actually checked the increase of the 
ordinary expenses of the government, and go- 
ing still beyond this point he reduced these ex- 
penses below the aggregate sum that it cost the 
taxpayers during the administration of his 
predecessor. In the fiscal year preceding Col. 
Roosevelt’s inauguration the ordinary disburse- 
ments had been $471,190,857. During the last 
year of his administration the ordinary expenses 
of the government atttained the thereunto un- 
precedented figure of $662,324,444. It is nearly 
four years since Mr. Taft became President, 
and during that time the population of the 
United States has increased by 4 per cent. at 
least. But for the last fiscal year of Mr. Taft’s 
administration the ordinary expenses of the gov- 
ernment have been $654,000,000, or $8,000,000 
less than Mr. Roosevelt's last year instead of 


an increase of nearly 16 per cent. on the basis 


of, the census period 1890 to 1900 and of 24 per 
cent. on the basis of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. In other words, if Mr. Taft had increased 
the annual expenditure of the government by 
25 per cent., his administration, if measured by 
the Roosevelt administration, would not have 
been bad. Had Mr. Roosevelt been President 
for the last four years, and under his adminis- 
tration the treasury had been as it was during 
his term of office, these years would have cost 
the taxpayers nearly $200,000,000 more than 
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result is that the deficit of $58,000,000 of the last 
Roosevelt administration has become a surplus 
of $36,000,000 during the last vear of the Taft 
administration. 

It is passing strange that these practical re- 
forms should appeal so little to so many of our 
citizens who have to foot the bills, while the 
diaphanous theories and iridescent dreams of 
mouthing reformers appeal so strongly to this 
large number of our citizens. 

If we take any other branch of the Presiden- 
tial administration we may find Mr. Taft’s com- 
pares in the same favorable way in the matter 
of practical, real, accomplished reforms. The 
consular service has been improved in efficiency 
to a most remarkable degree under Mr. Taft's 
administration. The breaking up of trusts 
through an equitable application of the Sher- 
man Act has been carried on more during Mr. 
Taft’s four years in office than in all the admin- 
istrations preceding this from the passage of the 
act. He has accomplished more in each one of 
these four years in this respect than Col. Roose- 
velt did during the whole seven years of his 
occupancy of the Presidential office. Had it 
not been for the opposition of Col. Roosevelt 
Mr. Taft would have put into effect the treaties 
with Great Britain and France which would 
have done much toward preventing the posetine; 
outbreak of wars between the nations. 

It is very easy to mislead a large number of 
the people by promising impossible reforms. It 
office-seeking politicians that has 
been worked time out of mind, and a large num- 
ber of the people in spite of experience fail to 
see through the trick. The unsuccessful always 
long for change under the hope that any change 
must work for the better for them. The same 
is true of untried political panaceas. An ardent 
advocacy of any such panacea loudly and ve- 
hemently proclaimed not unnaturally will lead 
a vast number of citizens who are neither fools 
nor dolts to expect great things from these cure- 
all theories. It is just the same weakness in 
human nature that enables the medical chala- 
tan to dispose of his nostrums to so many peo- 
ple suffering from different bodily ailments. 

But nostrums come and nostrums go, and by 
practical trial people find out that they are not 
only useless, but detrimental to what health 
they have. The same is the course of political 
nostrums. They come and go, and will come 
and go in the future as they have come and gone 
in the past. But the people find out at last by 
actual experience that no millennium looms on 
the horizon of their generation, but that things 
go on just as they have been going, if not a little 
worse, under the administration of the cure-all 
theories. Then slowly they turn their minds 
to the consideration of the practical reformer 
who reduced their taxation, maintains good or- 
der and protects the citizen in his life and prop- 
erty through the old, long-time methods which, 
when honestly and carefully applied, never fail 
to bring results. Unfortunately, while the vale- 
tudinarian is paying his good money to the 
charlatan for his nostrums he suffers in pocket 
and is not benefited in body: rather he is the 
worse. So it is with the use of political nos- 
trums.

Look Out For Your Pay Envelope. 


OR the week ending Saturday, September 21, 
the daily bank clearings of Los Angeles 
showed the first three davs with a total well 
over $4,000,000 each, and for the last three days 
over $3,000,000 each. 

Compare this with the corresponding week 4 
vear ago and it will be found that at that time 
the first three days’ bank clearings ran at over 
$3,000,000 each day and the last three davs at 
over $2,000,000. 

Go back to 1910 and the bank clearings for the 
week are very irregular, oh Tuesday the seventh 
figure being three, on Friday one, and the other 
four days two. 

That is for this year, using round numbers, 
daily bank clearings are $1,000,000 more than in 
1911, and generally $2,000,000 more than in 1910.

accompanied by a corresponding natural increase | 


in business. If we should go back twenty years 
we would find a comparison in bank clearings be- 
tween that time and this to show a stupendous 
increase. Instead of daily bank clearings of 
about $1,000,000 three years ago the figure would 
be about $100,000. And this we would compare 
with $12,000,000 or $3,000,000 a year ago and $3,- 
000,000 or $4,000,000 this year. 


We can already hear the derisive laugh that 
rises from the throat of the unreflective reader 
when it is suggested to him that politics have 
anything to do with the bank clearings. Indeed, 
the very unreflective reader will probably al- 
ready have ceased to peruse this article under 
the false impression that bank clearings have 
nothing to do with the case so far as he individu- 
ally is concerned. 

The intelligent and reflective reader does not 
think, but knows, that there is an intimate and 
direct connection between the bank clearings and 
his own case, be he only a clerk or a day laborer. 
The figures indicate beyond all dispute the very 
active circulation of money, and that means cor- 
responding activity in business, and that cannot 
help proving an active demand for labor and the 
pay envelope depends directly upon the demand 
for the laborer's services. * 

We have referred above by comparison to the 
bank clearings of twenty vears ago. They were 
very small indeed compared with the present, but 
three years later they were much smaller. In- 
deed, for weeks and months there were no bank 
clearings at all in Los Angeles or anywhere else, 
and practically there were no banks, for these 
useful institutions were all closed so far as the 
paving tellers’ windows were concerned. 

That condition had a direct connection with 
politics, and so bank clearings and politics are 
directly connected all the time in the United 
States. For the period 1892 to 1896 and on for 
two or three years later was not the only one in 
which stagnation in business followed false meth- 
ods of government and administration or the at- 
tempting to put into operation, by political means, 
theories and policies economically and financially 
unsound. Nor need we go back to a time ante- 
rior to twenty vears ago to find proof of this 
statement. It 1s only five vears since the panic 
of 1907, and that was quite as bad as in the for- 
mer period, although it did not last so long be- 
cause governmental affairs were mainlv in the 
right hands and the errors committed by the ex- 
ecutive department of the government were at 
once rectified. 

It is a known fact universally recognized all 
over the civilized world that the administration of 
the government and the prosperity of the people 
are always intimately connected. Usually gov- 
ernments rise amd fall, and party managers go in 
and out of office directly dependent upon the busi- 
ness condition of the country at the time. This 
law connecting polities with business has usually 
been the controlling factor in every national elec- 
tion in America. It has been so because the peo- 
ple have learned that certain lines of policy fol- 
lowed by the government lead always to business 
activity, and bring prosperity to the people gen- 
erally, while when the government follows other 
lines of administration business stagnation comes 
therewith as the shadow follows the object, and 
with business stagnation genera! prosperity is 
not found, 

Really the pay envelope should be the index fin- 
ger that points the voter to the column on his bal- 
lot to which he shall affix his stamp if the voter be 
a wage earner. For the small business man or 
the farmer, his guiding star should be the till in 
the store or the account at his little local bank. 
For the merchant on a larger scale the proper 
consideration for him to give to his exercise of the 
elective franchise is the gains he makes under this 
system of government or under the other, and 
that is true of the merchant on a large scale, and 
is true of the manufacturer.

Aid Asked For the Deaf. 

[New York Sun:] That there are 500,000 persons in 
Germany whose hearing is defective is a statement that 
was made at the first convention of the Society for the 
Protection of the Deaf, which was organized a few 
weeks ago. Franz Bronner, an architect, presided at 
the convention, which was made up of 100 delegates. 

The resolutions adopted declared that persons who 
are hard of hearing needed more consideration than is 
usually accorded to them. It was decided to approach 
theater, opera and concert managers with the request 
to allot particularly good seats to those who by produe- 
ing a membership card of the society could show that 
their hearing was defective; also that telephone appar- 
atus should be attached to the seats.

SCIENCE AND FAITH. 


E ARE here, we hope to be tnere. We know 

something about the things that surround us 

here, and nothing at all about the things that 
may surround us there, or about there itself even. 

Jam using the word “know,” and would place it over 
against the word “believe.” Both knowledge and belief 
enter into our actions in regard to the things that are 
here, but we must rely upon belief entirely for every- 
thing concerning there. 

One hears people say now and then that there is a 
great conflict between science and faith. There is 
nothing of the kind and cannot be, for they have no 
inter-relation whatsoever. There has been a conflict 
for long years between scientists and theologians, but 
few scientists ever attacked religion. 

Science is knowledge and nothing else. All our 
knowledge relates to the material world and comes to 
our thinking machinery or brain through one or several 
of the five senses inherent in our sentient being. 

The baby that learns to keep its hands out of the fire 
because it burns, and to drink when it is thirsty, takes 
its first lessons in science. In a more advanced course 
it learns that a ball is round and a disc flat. It took 
humanity countless ages to learn the use of the five 
mechanical powers, and then countless other ages to 
study out their laws. The first bit of this science prob- 
ably came by accident (as many have done since,) when 
a length of round log got under some weight the primi- 
tive man would move. It was a long stride forward to 
the construction of a regular wheel and axle, and it 18 
only within a century that man's science has taught him 
a wheel running on a metal rail caused less friction 
than one sunk a foot or two in the mud of a bad road. 

The schoolmaster has been widely abroad for a great 
many years, with Pythagoras, Aristotle, Archimedes, 


Des Cartes, Francis Bacon and Sir Isaac Newton behind 


him, and yet the majority of mankind do not know yet 
that the five mechanical powers are all modifications of 
the fulcrum and lever. 

Still we have learned a great deal about here acd the 
things thereof, and human science today is by no means 
a thing to be despised or neglected. 

If a large majority of humans do not understand the 
connection existing between the five mechanical powers, 


a still larger majority do not discriminate between 
science and faith, otherwise called knowledge and be- 
lief. Go out into the street today and ask everyone you 
meet if he knows there is such a place as London. 
Probably not one will answer in the negative, yet very 
few of them have any such scrap of science a* their 
command. Most of us simply believe there is a place 
known as London, the largest city and the financial 
metropolis of the world. To know this as a fact it 
would be necessary that the person so scientifically in- 
instructed should have seen the city on the Thames. 

Science is a great thing in guiding us along safe 
paths here, to the objective point we aim at. Yet our 
footsteps are more often lighted in their travels by be- 
lief than by science. The child walks entirely by faith 
at first, and relies implicitly on the wisdom of those who 
teach him the way in which he should go. Of course 
there is a switch in the maternal hand to act upon the 
motive power through “the tender behind” to stimulate 
action based upon faith. 

In these days science (falsely so called in my opinion) 
is very busily engaged in an attempt to learn something 
about the future world and those who have gone from 
here to there in a scientific way. By far the most scien- 
tific student in things psychological whose writings 
have come within my reach is probably Monseignor 
Benson of London. Father Benson is decidedly a con- 
spicuous figure in the world literary, scientific and re- 
ligious. He is the son of an Anglican theologian who 
rose to be Archbishop of Canterbury and kas retraced 
the steps walked years ago by his ancestors, and 80 
returned to the Latin communion. The age in which we 
live is looked upon as extremely materialistic, vet few 
periods in the past have shown more concern as to the 
existence, condition and activities of the departed souls 
of humanity than this. Nor is this fact at all strange; 
for all ages of unbelief in spiritual things have developed 
abnormal gropings after spiritual things. 

There is nothing new in ghosts come from the grave. 
But Monseignor Robert Hugh Benson treating of the 
subject scientifically follows an entirely new method. 
He concedes that apparitions in practically all cases 
have appeared to persons “who are under suspicion of 
being too imaginative.” As to first-hand evidence he 
says apparitions have come in such a way as to be ac- 
counted for “by expectation” or “by telepathy.” 

He then lays down certain laws which may be briefed 


in this way: (a) Popular and unscientific observation & 
of more value than the cold observations of the seien 
tist; (b) A state of expectation and violent personal jp. 
terest is more favorable to accurate observation tha, 
an impersonal attitude; (e) There is a spiritual word 
there are real intelligences in that world, and it h 
possible for them to communicate with this world; ( 
Material objects are able to receive, retain and give oy 
definite impressions which they have received from 4 
mental and intelligent source: 

Here we have the axia on which Father Benson bases 
his investigation into the existence of ghosts and thet 
manifestation in haunted houses. For example, a mur 
der is committed under circumstances of greater or legs 
atrocity in a certain apartment in a given house. The 
actions culminating in the murder are impressed upon 
the walls, floors, furniture and apertures of the apart 
ment. Some person undertakes to sleep in that room, 
and these impressions are given out from the dead 
material objects around in more or less faithful se 
quence and with more or less close reprodvction of the 
murder so that the occupant is to some extent an eye 
witness of the crime, committed perhaps centuries be 
fore. 

Now I would not say that Dr. Benson’s theories may 
not be founded on fact, or that his deductions may not 
be logically drawn. I would not for a moment attack 
the fundamental truth of his assumed axia. But I do not 
hesitate to say that not one iota of his theory or his 
deductions can be regarded as scientific. To be sure 
in all these reasonings careful attention must be had ts 
the definition of the words. Dr. Benson in his paper, 
which appeared originally in the Dublin Review, has nor 
favored us with a definition of the word scientific, 3 
thing which I have been careful to do. Science is 
knowledge. It reaches the brain through the senses. Of 
course I am aware that the science on which we aj 
must rely is largely that gained by the sentient observa 
tion of others and that we take it on faith in their 
ability and integrity. Still there is more than that ip 
this matter of dealing with ghosts by Dr. Benson. R 
appears to me that the whole subject is better rele 
gated to the scientific theory of the late Mr. Darwin, 
and set down under the head of agnostics than under 
that of scignce. Dr. Benson takes it as much on faith 
as he does the doctrines of his church regarding the 
effect of the sacraments.

REVISITING BLACK FOREST. 


CALL it “revisiting,” although this is the first time 
] in my life I have ever been here, in the flesh. But 

I knew the Black Forest and its mysteries and fas- 
cination when I was a boy. The “Black Forest” and 
the “Hartz Mountains” were as well known to me as 
the Alleghenies of my native State. Better known, 
indeed. For among the most valued and the most 
useful text-books in the days of my juvenile education 
were the delightful narratives of those authentic his- 
torians, the Messrs. Grimm and the delightful Hans 
Andersen. And I knew far more about the Black For- 
est than I do now. Because much which I then be- 
lieved without a doubt has since been much disturbed 
by skeptical questionings thrust upon my mind by 
many dreary Gradgrinds. 

When a few days ago, for the first-time in my life, 
1 walked amid the beautiful shadows of the real Black 
Forest of geography and history and fairy lore, my 
heart thrilled with a sense of home-coming. This was 
the land of “The Knorr” and “The Miller of Baden” 
and the “Mum melsee” and the Lauten felsen and 
lots of other things that never were. I needed no 
guide hero. I knew my way. 

But they were good to know, these old German sto- 
ries, and they are pleasant to remember. The myster- 
ies of fairy tales and folklore are not nearly so marvel- 
ous as the matter-of-fact miracles of science and com- 
mercial invention. I believe in the electric light, the 
telephone, wireless telegraphy, the phonograph and its 
score of variations. I also believe in the aeroplane 
and the “Zeppelin.” 

How, then, are you going to shake my belief in the 
story of the two men from Beuren who went to the 
Gernsbach fair one day, and filled their German skins 
with the good “Eberblut.” Now, boar's blood” sounds 
like a pretty husky vintage, and when the two com- 
rades were passing through the usual dark forest at 
midnight they passed by a stone called unto this day 
“The Mill Picture,” which was then of evil repute. 
One of them, who held a few pints more of the Eber- 
blut than his companion could carry, drew his dagger 
and shouted that the wine had given him such cour- 
age that he could fight the devil. 

His defi was answered at once by a volley of mock- 
ing laughter, like the “Har, har, harr“ of the heavy 
villain in melodrama: the clatter of a thousand hoofs 
echoed through the black aisles of the forest and a

terrible voice in excellent German—which 
what language the devil speaks—gargled 
turaled. 

“Fight us, then, thou miserable worm!” 

And with that three devils with more horns apiece 
than a bull-moo-cow-moo and more hoofs than the Sixth 
Cavalry, picked the braggart up in their red-hot hands 
and went galloping off, slamming the champ against 
the trees to keep him awake and yelling all the time 
like a crowd at a Presidential nomination, just to see 
how much noise they could make and how long they 
could keep it up. The loyal comrade gave chase and 
ran after the escort as fast and as long as he could, 
but he was too sober to fight any devils, so they did 
not molest him. Exhausted at length, he called after 
his friend: 

“I can follow no longer, Fritz! 
in God's name!” 

At the sacred name the fiends disappeared and the 
fighting man stood by his friend's side. His raiment 
was stripped into rags from head to heel; his hide 
was scratched and seared, as with red-hot claws; his 
body was black and blue and covered with lumps as 
big as hen’s eggs; one of his ears hung down on his 
neck and he had an eye that would have been good 
for ten days in any police court. He said the devils 
had beaten him incessantly. 

His friend laughed all the rest of the way home, 
and every time he told the story afterward. But the 
man who had the mill with “Auld Reekie“ went to 
church regularly for a long, long time after he was 
able to go anywhere, and cut the Gernsbach fair for 
nearly a year. It was held annually. 

Now, you know, I used to think that was a true bill. 
Then as I grew older and supposedly wiser, I thought 
it was just a fairy story. Not exactly a fairy story, 
because our conception of fairies does not coincide 
with the figures of the fellows who wore moose horns 
and cow hoofs. But an untrue story, anyhow. Then 
as I grew still older, and my vision of men and things 
broadened and I saw more of human life and experi- 
ence, I reverted to my childhood's belief. 

For I have known men who went from heavenly 
Pasadena to wicked Los Angeles, and who started back 
home from Vernon and its Gernsbach fair on the jag 
car, who went through the experience of the man of 
euern, and came home and told about the three

men in buckram”™ and got a job on the water wagon 
and never got off the box again until they dropped the 
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whip. The more I study that story of the two men of 
Beuern the less it sounds like a fairy story. Oh, parts 
of it may be. But as a whole, the narrative may be 
received as history. 

There is one peculiar line of similarity in the Black 
Forest and Hartz Mountains fairy stories and the won 
dem lore of commercial science. The fairy stories ab 
most invariably end with the bag of gold, the cave of 
treasure, the cellar full of gems and jewels. 

Same way with electric light, telegraph, telephone 
and wireless. The old-time fairy stories were prophe 
cies, that was all. 

Only, the old fairy stories were highly discriminating 
in their morality. They never showered magic gold 
on the “predatory rich.” Only the godly got the loot, 
same as in the Old Testament. To the righteous went 
the spoil of the despoiled enemy. Cinderella, sweet 
tempered, industrious and uncomplaining, gets the 
prince and the fortune of the fairy godmother, which 
of course, in accordance with European custom, at 
once became the sole and exclusive property of the 
Prince, who probably beat Cinderella when it was all 
gone because there wasn't more of it. The eldest son, 
a hard-hearted, miserly churl, forged the will and ix 
herited his father’s little farm, but the youngest 
brother—there were never less than seventeen of them 
—who worked eighteen hours a day, was never I. 
natured, always obliging, so honest that he hunted 
around the village until he found the owner of the bent 
pin he picked up in the forest, discovered the sacks 
of gold coin under the old apple tree, and married the 
King’s daughter. The old fairy stories not only 
“busted the trusts” like so many paper bags, but hurled 
the magnates into the lime kiln, as an earnest of what 
was coming to them, a little later, and then everlast 
ingly. 

All my life have I been an optimist, and I think 
Grimm's fairy stories, upon which I browsed in mJ 
happy boyhood, instilled into my blood, into my very 
heart, the 
gether-ever-after” ideal of life. 


That's good doctrine. All the rest of their lives 
No affinities, no incompatibilities, no temperaments, 2 
divorces. There was no Reno in the kingdom. very 
time the young Princess—and she was young so lon

Noted Men and Women of the Southwest. 


THEY ARE SEVEN. 

F ANY one imagines the acquisition of a thorough 

knowledge of the law is an easy task, he mistakes. 

To get anything like a broad and firm grasp of this 

ion requires the closest study of any profession 
of which I know anything.

| want to present to readers of the Illustrated 
Weekly such a law firm in the city of Los Angeles, 
composed of seven members. They are very widely 
known to the public generally, enjoy a large court 
practice as well as handling a vast amount of the 
great corporation business, and that of individuals in 
Los Angeles and all over California. There are no 
other seven men of my acquaintance in the city who 
are more assiduous in the performance of their duty, 
more methodical in the way they conduct it, and from 
this it naturally comes that they are very successful 
is their professiona! business. 

Bach one of them is a man of fine education, ac- 
quired by careful attention to the text-books of gen- 
eral knowledge in his youth. Their law learning was 
seceived from sources profound and pure, and in their 
early practice they were associated with men of large 
caliber in the profession. The heads of the firm are 
men of mature years, and the younger ones are bright 
and careful to follow in the footsteps of their leaders. 
The Head of the Ferm. 

The man whose name stands first in the title of the 
frm. is almost a Los Angeles boy. For Henry W. 
O'Melveny, although born at Central City, in the State 
of Milinois, August 10, 1859, arrived in Los Angeles No- 
vember 15, 1869, when, as is evident, he was but little 
past 10 years old.

His Ancestry. 


H W. O'Melveny comes from excellent stock. The 
mame, as every one knows, is Celtic, and I believe it 
was his grandfather who came over from the North of 
Ireland and settled in Kentucky, his family and that of 
Abraham Lincoln being neighbors. Then the Lincolns 
went to Indiana and the O’Melvenys to Illinois, where 
the young O'Melveny was a companion to William J. 
Bryan. Mr. O'Melveny’s mother was a sister of the late 
L. J. Rose, the creator of the great estate known as 
Sunny Slope, in the San Gabriel Valley, in the early 
days, and his father on coming to Los Angeles became a 
popular leader in politics, in law affairs, and otherwise. 
He was elected Judge of the Superior Court and served 
the people in that capacity ably and conscientiously. 
The first time I ever saw Judge O'Melveny was at the 
Sening of Wood's Theater on Main street near the 
Plaza just after his arrival here, when for his scholarly 
Mtainments and eloquence he was selected to pro- 
Wunce the oration, and mighty well be performed his 
task. The fascinating Maggie Mitchell was the attrac- 
tien at the new playhouse and the first play presented 
there was “Fanchon.” in which Miss Mitchell had be- 
tome a reigning sensation on the Coast 

With such excellent ancestry on both sides of the 
house. with the careful general and legal education he 
tecelved, and from the association in the profession 
un men like White and Bicknell, J. A. Graves and 
thers. and also with the opportunity of observing the 
legal methods of the late John S. Chapman and other 
Mars of the first magnitude in the Los Angeles bar, Mr. 
OMelveny lacked no opportunity of becoming a great 


lawyer. With his native talents, which are by no 
means mediocre, he has improved his opportunity and 
achieved remarkable success. 

Mr. O'’Melveny's recreation is in, seeking close touch 
with nature in her coyest moods and most fascinating 
forms. He loves flowers and trees with a passionate 
devotion, and his place away up in the San Gabriel 
Canyon is a spot well worth seeing. He has given a 
great deal of valuable time to the public as a member 
of the Park Commission, and his taste and expert skill 
are seen to great advantage in the work being done in 
our parks. 
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His Fidus Achates. 


Mr. O'’Melveny’'s real yoke fellow in the team is Henry 
J. Stevens, a man of similar disposition and habits, of 
similar opportunities similarly improved, and also of 
similar abilities. 

The North and the South combine in the firm as fra- 
ternally as the Blue and the Gray met in the late 
G.A.R. gathering here in Los Angeles. 

Henry J. Stevens was born in Northern New York 
near both Vermont and the Canadian frontier, at Cha- 
teaugay, a name which recalls the French settlers and 
missionaries who imprinted their name on Champlain 
and Montreal and west to Marquette and Joliet. 

Mr. Stevens came near being a Yankee, for his father 
was a Green Mountain boy, well known here in Los An- 
geles, Levi N. Stevens, who moved accross into New 
York and married Miss Emma E. Roberts. The elder 
Stevens had received a good education as most New 
England boys do. He is now a little less than 80 years 
old and can rattle off the paradigms of the Latin verb 
as well as a sophomore. 

Henry J. Stevens was born May 29. 1865. He was 
educated at the academy in his native city and at the 
University of Vermont. The family removed to Cali 
fornia in 1885, and settled at Nationa! City. The young 
man, then about 20 years old, had already read a good 
deal of law when he came to San Diego. He went into 
the law office of John D. Works, now a Senator for the 
State of California, and with Harry L. Titus, two of the 
best known lawyers in the State.

Immediately there 
after he became Assistant District Attorney in San 
Diego county and then went into partnership with Hon.

The firm be- 
came Wellborn, Stevens 4 Wellborn, and continued 
until about 1894, when Mr. Stevens came to Los An- 
geles. In 1895 he entered a law firm here for about a 
year with W. J. Hunsaker. Then, in 1896. he became 
assistant counsel to the Santa Fe lines west of Albu- 
querque, a position he held until 1901. Leaving the 
Santa Fe he practiced alone until 1905, when he en- 
tered into partnership with Mr. O'Melveny and later 
these two were joined by Mr. Millikin and the firm 
became O'Melveny, Stevens & Millikin, as it remains to 
the present day. 

Busy a man in his profession as Mr. Stevens is and 
assiduous as he is in the performance of his duties, he 
is a man of elegant tastes and gets time or makes time 
to indulge them. He has three ways of resting from 
the strenuous business of his profession.

Mr. Finch is a gentleman of mature years whose duties 
are altogether of the office, and is highly regarded for 
his legal abilities by his associates. Mr. Tuller is a 
young man who has already made good for he has es 
tablished a reputation second to no man among the 
younger members of the profession. He certainly has 
unusual opportunities in his firm. 

Stuart O'Melveny is the eldest son of the head of the 
firm, a young man of 24 years, and a right worthy 
member of the new generation of O'Melveny.

Modern jurisprudence then is based more in detail on 
the old Roman law and there is little except the recall.

in the pandects of Justinian. The Code Napolienne is 
a large layer of legal bricks that forms the vast edifice 
of law in our day. So it comes down to the common law 
of England modified by the Celtic code used by the 
Druids and expounded in Blackstone, enlarged upon by 
Littleton and Coke. 

The late Senator White's name has been used in this 
sketch. For years I reported the courts for Los An- 
geles newspapers, and attended many cases conducted 
by the late Senator. I scarcely ever heard him make an 
objection and base that upon the three famous I's of 
the small lawyer, nor did I often hear the court overrule 
an objection made by Mr. White. As showing how the 
law ramifies into all the affairs of life, let me refer to 
one days work by Stephen M White. One morning 
he went into court where he had a case which involved 
out to its fider twigs the whole system of commercial 
law.

One Thousand Lives Lost. 


“The loss of life was terrible. Almost one-tenth of 
the city perished in the ruins. Including the neighbor- 
jag town of Paraiso, the dead were fully 1000, and in 
addition to this many were injured. The people 

from the buildings at the first great tremor of 
the earth, but the shock came so quickly that many 
were crushed before they could get out. One of the 
citizens tells me of how he and his family crawled 
under a heavy wood table and thus escaped destruc- 
tion. The streets rose and fell so that people running 
dong them were sometimes thrown against the build- 
ings while falling and thus crushed. 

Dr. Alfred Pirie, a rich Canadian coffee and banana 
planter, who lost something like $100,000 in the earfh- 
quake, told me today of some curious instances which 
reminds one of Pompeii. When the ruins were exca- 
vated many people were found just as they appeared 
in the acts of their ordinary work when killed by this 
mighty catastrophe. 

“In one house,” said he, “a shoemaker sat amid the 
ruins with a shoe on his knee and his hammer raised 
in the act of striking the sole. We found women sit- 
ting at their sewing machines, their hands still hold- 
ing the cloth and their heads bowed over their work. 
In ome case the wife of a Central American diplomat 
was giving her baby a bath when the house fell and 
crushed both her and the child.” 


Some Strange Features of the Earthquake. 


Mell me your own experience, Mr. Pirie,” said I. 

“Myself and my family were uninjured,” was the 
reply, “but nevertheless the shock was a terrible one 
and we had a narrow escape. My house has walls 
over three feet in thickness and it was so built that 
only the interior of it was destroyed. I had several 
Canadian girls visiting me at the time the earthquake 
ocurred. We had just sat down to dinner. It was 
already dark and the electric lights were turned on. 
We had been talking about earthquakes, and one of 
the girls had said she had felt a slight tremor that 
afternoon. We had warned her that there was little 
danger, but just at that moment the floors rose and 
the inside walls began to fall in. We were all thrown 
from our chairs to the floor. The table was over- 
turned. At the same time the light went out. The 
sreen was thrown against the door, shutting it tight, 
and we had a great scramble trying to get out. We 
would rise, and be again thrown to our knees. As 
soon as we could gain our feet we rushed through the 
house for the children who were in different rooms. 
Two of my little ones were in the hands of the nurse 
taking a bath, and a third was in bed with a fever. 
We carried them out into the streets and finally made 
our way out of the ruins. 
Sounded Like a Battle. 


“I cannot describe the scenes at that time,” contin- 
ved Dr. Pirie. “The walls were everywhere falling, 
and the noise was like the cannonading of a battle. The 
people seemed to be crazy. They were shrieking and 
crying, and many were on th ir knees praying. The 
air was choking with ashes. The merchants and 
clerks had all run out of the stores, and no one paid 
amy attention to saving his goods. At the same time 
R was dark. When the earth rose it threw off the 
Switch at the electric light plants, and this saved 
Many lives. Had it not done so the town would have 
been filled with live wires and many would have been 
led by them. An electric wire caught me in the 
neck just as I ran out of the door, and had the cur- 
rent been on I should have perished. As it was, I

How the City Looks Today.

“today. I have spent hours wandering through its 
most deserted streets and tramping over the ruins 
the homes of the past Piverywhere one goes he 


sees the foundations of buildings with a pile of debris 
inside of them. The Church of San Nicolas, not far 
from the station, is being repaired, but the tower is 
down and the walls are cracked and broken. The bells 
have been put up on poles at a shed at the side and 
are now rung by hand. The great cathedral! opposite 
the public park and the market, which was built at a 
cost, I venture, of a half-million or so, has been 
cracked and destroyed beyond hope of repair. It is a 
stone structure covering almost an acre, with walls 
ten feet in thickness. Others of the churches have en- 
tirely disappeared. 

Walking through the streets one sees the despair of 
the inhabitants in the buildings which have been 
erected to take the places of the substantial houses 
of the past. There are shacks everywhere made up 
of pieces of galvanized iron roofing, boards from dry- 
goods boxes and the scraps of old lumber which fell 
with the quake. The town now reminds one of Nai- 
robi, in Africa, which is contemptuously called the tin 
town. The houses are made up of all sorts of make- 
shifts. The roofs and walls are of galvanized iron or 
half iron and half tile. In the several houses I saw 
the sheets of iron laid on the walls with the tiles 
around the edges of the sheets to keep the rain from 
running through the cracks. N 

The market now consists of a large number of 
sheds made of debris and roofed with iron and tin. 
Today is Sunday, and the people from all parts of the 
country about have come into the market. There 
were a thousand or more there when | visited it a few 
hours ago. Many of the market women sat on the 
ground with oranges, bananas, potatoes and onions 
piled about them. The butchers stood inside their tin 
shacks and used sheets of galvanized iron as counters, 
upon which they cut up the meat for the customers. 
There were tailor shops and shoe shops in store-box- 
like sheds, and I saw women sewing at machines out 
in the sun. In many cases the merchants sold their 
goods out in the open, sitting on the ground as they 
did so. At the present time, about two blocks away, a 
new market is building. This is a building of steel 
with a galvanized iron roof. It must cover several 
acres, and it is rapidly approaching completion. 


A Look at Carnegie’s Peace Palace. 


— — — — — 


I walked down the street following a stream of 
mountain water which flowed through the gutter to the 
site of Carnegie'’s great building which was to teach 
peace to these Central American republics. The 
scenes about it are now peaceful enough, but they are 
the peace of desolation. I will not say of despair, for 
I understand that Mr. Carnegie has offered to give an 
extra hundred thousand dollars to erect a new build- 
ing, and that this will shortly be put up at the capital, 
San Jose, which is about five hours’ walk away. 

As to the first structure, it lies where it was stricken 
down by the stony hand of old Mother Earth. The 
walls and the roof have been reduced to a pile of 
stones and the foundations only remain to show the 
beautiful structure that the palace must have been. 
These foundations are intact for, perhaps, eight or ten 
feet above the ground. Everything else has fallen 
as far as the floor of 
climbed up the steps and walked over the patio. This 
is intact, but weeds and grass are growing in the cor- 
ners where the fountains were to have been located, 
and there is a wide hedge of weeds running around 
it, covering the hall which separates the patio from 
the ruins of the rooms which faced upon it. 


In the Cemetery. 


— 


I next visited the cemetery, which is situated about 
three blocks away. This institution was formerly the 
pride of Cartago. It covers six or eight acres, and was 
filled with monuments and beautiful vaults amid semf- 
tropical trees. It is shut off from the street by a wall 
of catacombs, in the center of which is the entrance. 
The wall of catacombs is about ten feet thick, twenty- 
five feet high and over 400 feet long. From each end 
of it shorter walls of catacombs extended back into 
the cemetery, forming a great set of pigeonholes, each 
of which contained a coffin, and the whole formed like 
the head of a letter T. This wall of coffins was bro- 
ken in two by the earthquake at about ten feet from 
the ground, and the upper portion moved inward sev- 
eral inches. 

It must have been tilted over, and this threw out 
the slabs which held in the dead, sealing shut the 
pigeonhole vaults in which each coffin lay. I counted 
the pigeonholes in the main wall. There were over, 
600 of them, and, with those in the walls at the ends, 
there must have been fully a thousand coffins with the 
dead in them at the time the earthquake occurred. 
The wall at one end was reduced to a debris of bricks 
and mortar, of broken wood and bones and flesh. In 
the central wall many of the coffins were thrown out 
and the skulls and bones rolled about everywhere. 

It was the same in the family vaults of the ceme- 
tery. These were made very similar to the catacombs 
at the ends, each vault being a little flat-roofed house 
made up of these pigeonholes. Some of the vaults are 
still in ruins, and on some of these are flowers and 
wreaths hung up in memory of the disturbed departed. 
At the time that the dead were exhumed there were 
so many that it was found necessary to burn most of 
them to prevent disease. Others were put back in 
the vaults, but, alas, without the quotation, “After 
life’s fitful fever he sleeps well.”

EVERAL years ago the United States govern- 

8 ment, through its pure-food board at Washington, 

undertook an investigation into absinthe-drinking 
in this country and abroad. At that time the vice had 
become so widespread among the people of France it 
was feared it would soon gain a foothold here. The 
results of this inquiry, just made public, were of such 


adulteration now practiced in its. manufacture, some 
manufacturers even going to the extent of using vio 
lent poison. 

Absinthe Prohibited by Several Nations. 

It is about thirty years since the use of absinthe 
was recognized by the people of France as an ominous 
and rapidly-growing menace. About that time a move- 
ment was started to arouse and unite French public 
opinion in favor of prohibiting its manufacture and 
sale. Its sale is now prohibited in Belgium, Holland, 
and Switzerland, the United States in North America, 
and Brazil in South America. . 

To Belgium belongs the honor of taking the lead. 
In 1906 the Belgium Parliament voted absolute probi- 
bition of absiathe. As the drink was used in only a 
few great cities, the prohibition in Belgium was rather 
a preventive measure. Then Switzerland followed 
four years later by forbidding the manufacture, im- 
portation, or sale of the drug throughout the Swiss

now turning its attention toward drastic measures that 


will diminish the consumption of absinthe. During 
the last year alone the consumption made an ene 
mous and unprecedented leap of more than 1,000,009 
gallons. A commission was appointed to study its 
effects, and it confirmed the indictment of the French 
Senate that “absinthe is the source of madness ang 
crime, causes epilepsy and consumption; makes the 
husband a brute, the wife a martyr, and the child » 
degenerate.” 


A Narcotic Liquor. 


Absinthe is a narcotic liquor made from alcohol and 
the wormwood plant, which grows in the Jura 
district of eastern France and Switzerland. The 
principal market and center of its manufacture js 
Pont Parlier, near the Swiss frontier. The effect of 
absinthe is that of a strong nerve stimulant, and when 
used as a medicine in case of strain, fatigue, or nerv- 
ous exhaustion it acts as an exhilarating tonic, pleas 
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from whitch abhsintee 713 
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an appalling nature that Uncle Sam has taken imme- 
diate action, and decided to bar its further use by the 
people of America. From this time forth no more ab- 
sinthe can be legally imported, manufactured, or sold 
anywhere in the United States. 

The inquiry showed that one of the greatest evils 
of the day is the drinking of absinthe. It proved that 
absinthe is the cause of more misery and poverty in 
the world than any other alcoholic drink. In France 
the poor-houses, jails, and insane asylums have been 
filled to overflowing through the excessive use of the 
drug, and the same might be said of certain parts of 
Switzerland. In Holland it has also done its work. 
It was in a fair way to get a foothold in Germany, but 
by early and quick action there, the authorities pre- 
vented its further spread. And finally, in its onward 
march of destruction, it reached the shores of the 
United States. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley was the American pioneer in 
fighting absinthe. About two years ago he started 
the investigation. After he left the Bureau of Chem- 
istry the inquiry was continued by the other members 
of the board, Dr. R. E. Doolittle and Dr. A. S. Mitchell. 
These men secured data from all over the world on 
the deadly effects of absinthe on the human system. 
This information was such that the board unanimously 
decided that its manufacture or sale in any form 


should be absolutely prohibited in the United States. 


Experts from all sections of the world testified, not 
only to its fearful degenerative effect upon the human

It provokes epilepsy and tuber- 
culosis, and kills annually thousands of our country- 
men. It changes a man to a ferocious beast, makes 
a woman a martyr, and degenerates the children. It 
disorganizes and ruins the family, and thus is a men- 
ace to the future of the nation. | 

“This great national danger has assumed in our 
country proportions unthought of. From 1901 to 1904 
the annual consumption of absinthe increased from 
297,000 to 359,000 liters lone liter equals nearly a 
quart.] The French people congume more absinthe 
than all the rest of Europe combined. The average 
annual consumption for each person is one quart, a 
figure not reached by any other country in the world. 
It is incumbent upon us to check this terrible evil as 
quickly as possible.” 

Notwithstanding its failure to restrict the sale or 
manufacture of absinthe in 1908, the French govern- 
ment has again tackled the greatest problem of the 
age. After a victorious fight against the thousands 
of opium dens at Marseilles, Toulon, and Paris, it is

reaction and depression, which the victim naturally 
seeks to relieve by a new and larger dose of the same 
narcotic poison. 

Dr. Hans Hunziker, a famous expert on alcoholic 
drinks, made an investigation of the absinthe question 
a short while ago, and sums up the result of his > 
quiry in this way: 

“The disease of the drinker of absinthe is that of 
severe alcoholic poisoning. But, in addition, all the 
symptoms are much more strongly pronounced, the 
physical and mental depression comes on more quickly 
in the case of absinthe poisoning than of alcohol. The 
disease maintains its characteristic symptoms in the 
frequency of epileptic attacks and by its hallucine 
tions, by insensibility to pain and paralysis of the 
lower extremities. My observations and experiments 
upon animals show that these symptoms of the patient 
are due to the essence—the poison—in absinthe. 

“Absinthe is the most injurious and dangerous of 
alcoholic drinks commonly used as a drink among the 
people. Its consumption is constantly increasing 
Wherever the custom prevails of drinking alcohol 
beverages on every occasion there you will find the 
natural tendency for a great number of the people @ 
change from the weaker to the stronger alcohol 
drinks, whether they are called absinthe, cherry 
brandy, sherry brandy, or whisky.

“But why are absinthes so bad in Paris? It is be- 


cause the greater part sold is not distilled, but is made 
from esssences, which are highly charged with essen 
tial oils. Now the proportion of these essences is so 
great they are not completely dissolved in the absinthe. 
After being swallowed it leaves an acrid taste and a 
sense of heat and discomfort in the mouth, throat, 
stomach, and other organs in persons who use it re- 
peatedly. 

“Absinthe used as a medicine, like most other 
plants, has some useful properties, but as a drink it 
has its dangers, which are very often fatal. It is cer- 
tain that if the liquor was always of good quality and 
not adulterated, as it usually is, it would not play 
such sad havoc and would save many useful men to 
the country. 

“With the ever-increasing demand for the beverage 
comes the adulterations, some of which are extremely 
poisonous. Tumeric and indigo, even cupric sulphate 
and blue vitriol, have been used to give the color, and 
as for herbs, only the long list of adulteraters can fur- 
nish any information as to what they have or have 
not used for substitutes.” 

Another member of the French Academy of Medi- 
cine, Dr. Lancereaux, has made a specialty of absinthe 
poisoning. He says: 

“It is not immediately, but some hours after the 
drinking of absinthe, that the symptoms of intoxica- 
tion manifest themselves. These consist in attacks 
or convulsions, in which there are two successive 
phases. The first is ordinarily of short duration, and 
affects the back of the neck and trunk. The second 
phase of the attack does not spare even the muscles 
of the face. At the same time there is a violent twist 
ing or wrenching of the body. a continued projection 
of the stomach, grinding of the teeth, with frothing 
at the mouth, and often a tendency to bite like a dog, 
especially to strike the chest. This last symptom is 
without doubt caused by the sense of constriction and 
weight, which the victims generally complain of when 
they are at the end of their attack. 

“The attack usually lasts about one hour, and dis- 
appears as suddenly as it started. After recovery of 
consciousness the victim remains fatigued for awhile, 
but gradually regains his normal condition.”

But there is 
something else that has to be considered and which has 
g most direct bearing upon the problem. It is the mat- 
ter of keeping hogs properly. 

There are hog growers who are getting two litters a 
year, of seven or more piglings each, from their sows 


right along and quite as a matter of course. Why, then, 
is the average farmer unable to count on more than one 
litter of four piglings“ The answer is that he does not 
treat the animals properly. He allows them little or no 
opportunity for exercise; he compels them to live in 
filthy and insanitary quarters, and commonly he pro- 
vides them with no adequate protection against wet and 
cold. 


Hog raising has probably made more clear money for 
the corn belt farmers than any other form of enterprise. 
In view of which fact one might expect that the animals 
would be well cared for, but the opposite is the case. It 
is hard for many farmers to get rid of the notion that 
anything is good enough for a hog. Yet there is no 
animal on the farm that needs protection from cold more 
than the hog; none for which a good, clean bed is more 
necessary, and none, where the little pig is concerned, 
that has such urgent need of sunshine. The horse and 
the cow have good coats of hair, the hen's feathers are 
an excellent protection against cold, but the hog has al- 
most nothing between its skin and the weather. 

The hog is naturally a very clean animal. It ought 
to have plenty of pure water. If it has an opportunity, 
it will bathe constantly. On a few farms in this country 
where pigs of fancy breeds are used, bath tubs of con- 
crete and sunk below the level of the ground are pro- 
vided for the animals. Unfortunately for itself, perhaps, 
the hog is able to survive under conditions which would 
soon kill any other creature, and this is the sole reason 
why the beast is customarily kept in a little pen, inade- 
quately protected against cold and wet, and compelled 
to wallow in its own filth. 

This is the principal cause of the prevalence of that 
frightfully fatal malady—-hog cholera, a disease re- 
cently brought under control through the production 
of a serum (discovered by a government scientist, Dr. 
Marion Dorset,) which, when administered by hypoder- 
mic injection, renders the animal immune. But another 
very serious danger now threatens from the spread 
among pigs of tuberculosis, the infection being derived 
originally from cattle. Creamery refuse and the blood 
and entrails of cattle are commonly fed to pigs, and if 


these happen to contain tubercle bacilli the swine are 
pretty sure to contract the malady. 

Hogs should have dry and well ventilated quarters. 
Young pigs especially require plenty of sunshine and 
fresh air, and should be kept warm. The sun should 
shine directly into the pen. It is important also that 
swine should have access to clean water for bathing. 
They need exercise, and whenever possible they 
should have free range, even in winter. The finest 
hams in the world come from a district in Virginia, 
not far from Norfolk, where the hogs run almost 
wild in the woods, living on roots and nuts. These 
hams bring 50 per cent. more in the market than the 
“swill-fed” hams put up by Western packers. 

We have learned luckily, to cook our pork very 
thoroughly, as a precaution against the dread disease 
called trichintasis.“ That this precaution is very 
necessary is made manifest by the statement that one 
pig out of every 100 is infested by the tiny worms 
known as “trichinae.” If these find their way alive 
into the stomach of a human being, they will bore into 
the flesh, and, multiplying in enormous numbers, 
cause an agonizing death. For this reason it was that 
the old Mosaic law (though based upon no exact 
knowledge of the nature of the malady) forbade the 
chosen people to eat pork. But as a matter of fact 
trichiniasis is a rat disease. Rats infected with it 
find their way into the pens, and, being eaten by the 
hogs, communicate the malady to the latter. It Is 
a good argument in favor of making pig sties rat- 
proof. 

The superpig must be a healthy pig. It must be 
decently housed, with proper consideration given to its 
comfort and the sanitation of its surroundings. Thus 
cared for, it will yield an ample return for the small 
‘extra trouble and expense, for it will breed rapidly, 
and the mortality among the little porkers will be 
far less than its present average. This, of course, 
will tend to keep down the price of pork—a matter 
which, inasmuch as pig meat in the future must be 
our chief reliance in the,way of flesh food, is of 
utmost importance to every man, woman, and child 
in this broad land.

The story of Marsh Island reads so much like an ideal 
romance that it will be hard for the Doubting Thomases 
to believe that it really has come true. But true it is; 
though the royal progress of the idea is fairly amazing. 

In 1911 Edward A. Mellhenny of Avery Island (he of 
tobasco sauce fame) decided that Marsh Island might, 
could and should be converted into a perpetual bird 
sanctuary by outright purchase. After prolonged ef- 
forts he secured binding options on the four holdings 
that formed the island, at a total price of $142,000, of 
which $12,500 was to be paid at once in cash and the 
balance of a first installment of $50,000 on March 15, 
1912. Charles Willis Ward, lumberman of Michigan, 
joined him in the wild scheme, for better or for worse, 
and between them they put up the $12,500 to win or to 
lose. Then Mr. Melmenny packed up his map, his 
pictures and his option and started out on a crazy quest 
for $150,000 in voluntary subscriptions, less the price 
of the option. His itinerary was planned to include 
Philadelphia, New York, Boston and Chicago. 

His first alichting was made in New York and a wise 
man of Gotham sadly remarked, This is a matter only 
for subscriptions in four figures or above.” And it was. 
The only certain thing about it was that all the money 
must be found before the quick expiration of the 
option. 

By a flash of animal intelligence it was decided to lay 
the whole matter before Mrs. Russell Sage, who already 
had made several large cash gifts to the cause of bird 
protection. This was done. Mrs. Sage took the plan in- 
to consideration and having viewed it from the first in 
an approving spirit referred it to her advisers for care- 
ful examination and report. George Bird Grinnell, 
whose interest in bird preservation is national, volun- 
teered to go on Marsh Island to make a searching, in- 
dependent investigation of every detail of the plan. 
Meanwhile, when it was learned in New Orleans that an 
option really had been secured on Marsh Island, Messrs. 
Mclihenny and Ward were advised that it could be dis- 
posed of at an advance of at least $25,000. 

Mr. Grinnell returned to New York with a report that 
was entirely favorable. The plan seemed to be thor- 
oughly commendable. Mrs. Sage decided that the great 
end to be served by the dedication of Marsh Island to 
the cause of bird protection was sufficient to justify her 
in purchasing the island for that purpose. Without an; 
unnecessary delay the purchase was completed. Mrs 
Sage paid the entire purchase price, aggregating with 
expenses about $150,000 and for convenience the title 
was at first vested in Mr. Mclihenny.

world’s population is in excess of thirty pounds and 
rapidly on the increase. 

The original home of sugar-cane is probably India. 
It was carried thence by the Arabs to Egypt, Morocco 
and Spain at an early period of the present era. The 
art of refining originated in Egypt and was trans- 
ferred thence to Asia, where the production had pre 
viously been restricted to a simple process of boiling. 
At the close of the fifteenth century the Spanish explor 
ers introduced sugar-cane to Santo Domingo, and from 
there it rapidly spread through the colonies in South 
America and the West Indies. Before the close of the 
sixteenth century the comparatively cheap sugar of 
America, produced by slave labor, was sufficient in 
quantity to supply the entire demand of Europe, and the 
industry there soon succumbed to the competition. In 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries the price of 
sugar ranged from two shillings to one shilling per 
pound, and it must be remembered that the purchasing 
power of money at that time was twice as great as it is 
now, so that an equivalent price would be from 50 cents 
to $1 per pound. Notwithstanding the cost, the con- 
sumption increased rapidly among European people. In 
1700 the quantity used in Great Britain was 10,009 tons; 
in 1800 it was 150,000 tons; in 1900 it had risen to

Formerly when a carreta of cane arrived at the mill 
it was unloaded in much the same manner as a wagon of 
hay is bandied with pitchforks. Now-a-days an electric 
overhead traveling crane lifts several hundred weight 
of cane at once, at the same instant automatically 
weighs it and drops it into a hopper. A few minutes 
later it is passing through the crushers and presently 
jts juice is in the evaporating tanks, while the bagasse. 
or fibrous residue is burning in furnaces especially con- 
structed to make the best use of it as fuel. One pound 
of bagasse will generate about two pounds of steam. 

In its journey through the factory the raw materia! is 
hardly ever touched by hand. The chief improvements 
in recent years have been along the line of elimination 
of manual processes. Such inventions as the Krajewski 
crusher and the Hatton defecator not only secure great 
improvement in production, but entail great economies 
in manufacture and enable the factory to dispense with 
a number of hands. The processes now are so con- 


| tinuous and complete that the centrifugals sugar pro- 


duced from cane one day is ready for the market the 
next. 

In the factory under consideration a great variety of 
machinery is necessarily employed, some of it notable 
for delicacy of operation and the ingenuity displayed in 
automatic action, and some again for size and power. 
The installation includes ten 600-horse-power boilers 
with bagasse burning furnaces, automatically fed by 
carrriers. There are also two sets of tandem roll mills 
with crushers; two evaporators, each with a capacity of 
600,000 gallons; and twenty-two crystallizers with an ag- 
gregate capacity of about 38,000 cubic feet. At the point 
of junction with the wharves are placed three enormous 
storage tanks, each having a capacity of 425,000 gallons. 
These accommodate the molasses by-product of the 
factory, and from them it is drawn directly into deep 
draft tank vessels. 

In addition to the main building, which is a steel 
structure about 300 feet square, there are a round house. 
machine shops, carpenter shops, tool houses, foundry, 
ice plant and refrigerator. The property is worth 38. 
000,000 or more, and upward of $500,000 is required to 
meet the annua! running expenses. A number of large 


salaries are involved. The staff includes an expert 


chemist, an expert mechanic and an expert agricu. 
turalist. Over all is a general manager, who must b. 
a man of extraordinary experience and executive ability 
Gen. Menocal, one of the candidates for the Presiden 
of Cuba, is the general manager of a sugar estate whic .

does not stop here, but at the end of every 
days the mileage is computed and the number 
miles each car travels is put down as a part of its 
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history. So there is a complete record of the move- 
ments of the car in detail, from its daily location down 
to the cost of moving it over the respective divisions 
of the road in whatever service it should be required. 
Bach car is known by a number, which is painted 
on both sides and both ends of the car, and directly 


over this number are the initials or name in full of the 
road to which it belongs. In addition to this lettering, 
near the lower corners of the car are figures showing 
the number of pounds the car can safely carry, to 
gether with its light weight, and usually some letters 
which indicate the place and time the car was built. 
All these facts are carefully noted in a beok kept by 
the car accountant, for future reference and identifica- 
tion of the car. Thus, by knowing the number of the 
car and road to which it belongs, any other informa- 
tion concerning it may readily be ascertained. 

Cars are numbered in series—that is, all cars of the 
same kind and style are grouped together, all coal cars 
taking one set of numbers, all box cars, another set, 
and refrigerator cars still another set. This is done 
as a matter of convenience for the car accountant, 
who, being familiar with the system of numbering, 
tan tell the style and kind of car any given number 
presents without referring to his records. 

Many vacant numbers are left to each series, and 
when new cars are purchased from year to year they 
ate given these surplus numbers. Under this system 
the car numbers are by no means an indication of the 
Sumber of cars a road may own, as a car may bear a 
Sumber in the seventy thousands, while perhaps the 


like individuals, must travel on tickets, and 
one, but each car, must have three. One of 
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The car accountant, on receiving the conductor's 
train sheets, first checks them against the reports 
which are sent him by the checkers at the different 
division points. The car numbers are then entered in 
a record book, against the proper stations at which the 
cars are reported. The stations along the road, in- 
stead of being knoWn by their correct names, are desig- 
nated by numbers, and these numbers represent not 
only the stations, but the number of miles these sta- 
tions are from the terminal. 

Thus, the number “125” would represent a station 
of a certain name which is 125 miles from the termi- 
nal of the road. At the end of the month, when the 
mileage is figured, these numbers facilitate the work 
greatly, as when an item occurs of ten cars moved 
from the terminal of the road to station 125, the mile- 
age is readily seen to be 1250 miles. 

Conductors, of course, frequently make mistakes in 
reporting car numbers, but the system of checking and 
rechecking is so complete that but little trouble re- 
sults. A conductor on his train sheet may return the 
number of a car as “100” and the train checker as 
101.“ The car accountant, on noticing this discrep- 
ancy, will consult his last record of car “100” and will 
perhaps find that it is on some southern foreign line. 
He will then look up his record of car “101,” and if his 
last account shows it in the vicinity reported he will 
accept that number as béing the correct one; but if his 
record should show this car also on some foreign line, 
he would then have to go back to the previous conduc- 
tor’s report, and would perhaps find the correct num- 
ber of the car was 109 or 107. 

As soon as any car belonging to a given company is 
delivered to a connecting line this road must pay a 
certain fixed rate for every mile it travels. The high- 
est rate paid is 1 cent a mile on refrigerator cars be- 
longing to private packing companies. 

Three-fourths of a cent a mile is paid on refrigerator 
cars belonging to railroad companies and six-tenths 
of a cent a mile is pald on all other cars. At the end 
of the month each company makes out a report to the 
different foreign lines of the mileage their cars have 
made during the month, and these companies then 
make a bill against the reporting road for the proper 
amount of mileage. 

In the course of a year many millions of dollars 
change hands in the settlement of mileage accounts, 
and in no commercial operation is the same confidence 
displayed in handling such a vast amount of money. 


go back of the signatures of the respective officers for 
an examination of the mileage as certified by them, 
and while this may be taken advantage of in some few 
instances, it is the exception and not the rule, and is 
only resorted to by roads on the edge of bankruptcy. 
A railroad must give to foreign cars while on its line 
the same care as to oiling and packing that is given to 
its own. If a foreign car is damaged through a wreck 
or by careless handling, it must be repaired and put 
m perfect order before it is delivered to its owner. 
In order to prevent “bad-order” foreign cars from com- 
ing on to a road, inspectors are stationed at all inter- 
change points, whose duty it is to carefully examine

If there are some small defects about the car which 
do not materially affect its running, as a broken door 
or a cracked oil-box cover, the car is accepted, but a 
defect card is tacked on each side of the car, showing 
that it is accepted with such minor defects as may be 
enumerated. 

Freight cars rarely get lost or stolen. Connected 
with the car department of every road are several. 
“lost car” agents whose duty it is to look up delayed 
or lost cars. Every month a list is furnished these 
men by the car accountant, giving the number of cars 
then on foreign roads which for some cause are 
being delayed. It is the duty of these agents to find 
out where the cars are and to send them home.

Desert Flora. 
IT EMBRACES MANY CURIOUS AND IN- 
TERESTING PLANTS. 


LANT life on the deserts, in the canyons and on 
P hillsides flanking the desert g oor, is as interesting 

from any viewpoint as that of regions having the 
most fertile soll. It has been the writer's pleasure to 
make many trips to our California deserts, often living 
there for several months “at a stretch” and paying strict 
attention to plant life in the way of collecting seeds, 
bulbs and plants. The little village of Palm Springs, 
then in San Diego county, but now in Riverside county, 
was first visited in 1888, to plant the hotel grounds of 
Dr. Wellwood Murray, and the scenes have been several 
times revisited to collect commercial plant material, 
mainly cacti. The region is so interesting and yet so 
little known that many readers will be interested in the 
little valley and its wondrous vegetation. 

Palm Valley, in which Palm Springs is situated, is a 
narrow arm breaking through the western rim of the 
Colorado Desert (once an inland sea) about 125 miles 
eastward from Los Angeles, on the mainline of the 
Southern Pacific. The altitude is about 500 feet above 
the sea and the valley is protected from desert storms 
by the main peak of the San Jacinto Mountains, a moun- 
taln that rises very abruptly from the desert floor. 
The surrounding hills are somewhat barren, though sel-

dom entirely destitute of vegetation. The floor of the 
valley is composed of sand and gravel washed down 
from the slopes that nearly surround it. Mountain 
streams of cold snow water furnish an abundant supply 
of water until midsummer. In the valley proper rises a 
hot sulphur spring from which the village takes part of 
its name, the waters of which have a well-deserved repu- 
tation for healing virtues that prove an attraction to 
great numbers of winter visitors. In summer the heat 
is excessive, but in winter the dry, unusually pure air 
is soft, balmy, yet invigorating, resulting in what the 
writer believes to be “the finest winter climate on 
earth.” No more favorable spot for tuberculosis pa- 
tients is found on the North American continent and 
winter finds a number of guests in the valley hotels. 
In early days the village was a stopping place for over- 
land stages from Ft. Yuma and known by its Spanish 
name of Agua Caliente (Warm Water.) 
The California Fan Palm (Washingtonia filifera) is 
‘the most interesting of the varied plant life of this sec- 
tion because of its exclusiveness, also because it is the 
only palm native to the Pacific Coast of the United 
States. In four canyons that are branches of Palm Val 
ley there are at least 300 palms worthy of be 


ing called trees,“ though trees they are not,“ 


Of these Murray Canyon has 
the greatest number, Palm Canyon being a close 
second with about sixty in Lukens Canyon and 
half that number in Andreas. These trees are 
twenty to seventy-five feet high and all are fed by 
streams or sponges, some fresh and some very alkaline.

The Palo Verde (green tree,) an acacia-like tree 
known to the botanist as Parkinsonia Torreyana is 
the handsomest and largest native tree in the desert, 
standing in what we used to know as “Judge McCal- 
lum’s alfalfa patch.” In the spring season (March to 
May) this noble tree is one great cloud of golden yel- 
low blossoms, truly a glorious sight. This tree may 
also be found in local parks and gardens, 
though not so common as P. aculeata. A more 
abundant tree is the Smoke Tree (Dalea spi- 
nosa) one of a hundred species ranging from 
Palm Valley down to Chile. A large part of 
the time this tree is nearly bare of leaves, 
but in early summer it bears a cloud of vio 
let-purple blossoms born in little spikes an inch long. 
Two other species, smaller of growth, D. Californica and 
D. Schottii, also furnish themselves with an abundant 
crop of purple blossoms. Krameria parrifiora is a shrub 
with flowers of a darker purple. Beloperone California is 
at times a mass of dark, dull red, a color very infre- 
quently seen on our deserts. Nothing in this region, 
however, is more beautiful than a downy white cactus 
known as Mammillaria phellosperma, one of the pretti- 
est of this prickly family and by far the most attractive 
of our California species. The writer has collected them 
in considerable numbers in Chino Canyon, more than a 
score of years ago. On the canyon mesas the giant 
Opuntia Biglowii, a candelabra cactus, attracts atten- 
tion from a considerable distance, for the burly arms 
are thickly set with silvery-yellow spines that for pene- 
tration and tenacity are not matched by any other thorn 
known. Across the desert, but a few miles away, may 
be found in abundance three species of cacti dear to ev- 
ery fancier’s heart, Echinocactus cylindraceus, Opuntia 
basilaris, and Echinocerus Engelmanni. The first is 
globose or round in form and bears yellow flowers: 
the second is “flat-leaved” and branching, though seldom 
but one leaf or “story” high and bears large full flowers 
of a fine shade of magenta. The last named forms a 
group of columnar heads about eight inches high and 
one-third as great in diameter, also bearing showy ma- 
genta blossoms. The spines vary greatly in color—whit,e 
yellow, red, brown, and black. Salvias, phacelias, lu- 
pines, mimulus, sand verbena (Abronia,) gilias, plan- 
tains, a white-flowered native “four o'clock” (Mirabilis,) 
larkspurs, even an occasional maiden-hair fern may be

Valley in winter will prove a pleasure to every nature 
lover and its soft, seductive atmosphere will often, when 
home again, figuratively beckon you to return. 


Roses From Cuttings. 


B., San Pedro, writes “Last spring we put out a 

number of rose cuttings, a large per cent. of which 
have made a fine growth. How long should they re- 
main in present place without being disturbed before 
planting in permanent place and at what time of the 
year should they be moved? The soil is very black, al- 

tter.” 

Water should be kept from these young roses for sixty 
days, to “cure” them, unless in the meantime the leaves 
of some turn yellow and thereby plainly show that vital- 
ity is slowly waning. They should be moved quickly to 
permanent position, not allowing even the finest roots to 
get dry. If the tops are very full they should be cut 
back to about three of the strongest, using judgment in 
starting the framework of a good top, for some may 


be well shortened and but few leaves left on any of the 
tops. A good soaking to settle the soi] will again start 
them into vigorous growth. It has been the writer's 
experience that strong-growing sorts of roses on their 
own roots do better in heavy soils than in light soils. A 
very loose soil calls for a very strong ramifying root sys-

A Precious Package. 

[Baltimore Sun:] Dr. Howard A. Kelly’s private 
secretary is hoping that he will come back to Balti- 
more immediately, even if he has to cut short his 
vacation. She has about $5000 worth of radium wait- 
ing for him and does not like to leave it, even when 
she locks it in a safe. 

The radium arrived on the steamship Ulstermore 
last Tuesday from Glasgow, Scotland, and it is under- 
stood that the consignment will be used in experimental 
work at Johns Hopkins Hospital, under Dr. Kelly's 
direction. As radium was last quoted at $75,000 a 
gramme, it is believed that the package contained 
about one-fifteenth of a gramme of the precious ar- 
ticle. It is said to be worth 400 times its weight in 
diamonds. 

Excitement prevailed aboard the Ulstermore when 
the package was received at Glasgow from J. W. 
Wheatley & Company, having been dispatched to the 
ship by special messenger. Capt. Cowan was solicitous 
about the safety of the package and ordered the 
purser to place it in his private safe. The purser had 
to give a personal receipt for the consignment. 

The package, seven inches long, four inches wide 
and one and a half inches thick arrived in good shape 
in Baltimore and was taken before the customs ap- 
praisers. The package weighed just about one pound. 
This was due to the fact that metal was used as a con- 
tainer. 

Dr. Kelly arranged with the selling agents to have 
the package delivered to Arthur W. Robson, the Balti- 
more steamship agent and broker, but before the 
package was turned over to Mr. Robson the customs 
officials placed seals upon it. Mr. Robson will be pro- 
tected from loss if Dr. Kelly finds that “short weight” 
was given when he breaks the government seals. 

There is no tariff now upon radium imported into 
this country, which makes it easier for American 
medical men to use it in experimental work than here- 
tofore when the tax was heavy. It has been employed 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital in the treatment of can- 
cerous growths, moles and for similar purposes for 
abut three years. A piece as large as a pinhead is 
valued at about $1000, so the rays ere merely cast 
upon the diseased portion, the radium not coming in 
actual contact with the patient. Physicians find that 
it does not deteriorate with age. 

Dr. Kelly is now in camp on the Magnetawan 
River, Canada, 178 miles north of Buffalo. and is not 
expected to return before the latter part of next 
month. Meanwhile one of his assistants, Dr. Curtis 
F. Burnam, is helping to guard the importation.

THE ECONOMY OF POULTRY ON RANCH 


AND ORCHARD. * 

E SOMETIMES think, and when given to serious 
moments feel convinced that the importance of 
poultry on ranch and fruit orchard is not always 
appreciated in the Southwest; for in its absence there 
is certainly an outgo for hen fruit and carcass that 
might be conserved for other uses, and at the same 
time there is a waste in kitchen leavings and cull garden 
and orchard crops that would find economic use as food 
for the maintenance of a family flock of fowl. In addi- 
tion, something might also be said for the birds as in- 
sect destroyers and the value of the droppings as 
garden and orchard fertilizers. Indeed, it might be 
said that the only direct outlay for a flock on a fruit 
ranch would be for the grain foods, while on a general 
ranch even this might be a home product. Thus the 
birds would be almost self-sustaining, and their yield 
of eggs and meat pure velvet in the scheme of domestic 
economy. 

Possibly the force of these remarks is not fully ap- 
preciated by the average reader, and for fear that this 
is in a measure true, let us view the subject at closer 
range and give expression to the faith that is in us. 

Poultry on rural and suburban places is a good prop- 
osition because by its means a great deal of waste is 
converted into a profitable product in the shape of eggs

Orchard and field crops 
grown under certain conditions of soil 
but the American business hen is quite m 
home in northern Canada and Alaska as she 
Southern California, singidg her song cheerfully and 
yielding the nutritious joyfully if given only half 
an opportunity. Again, poultry culture is an occupa 
tion that the women of the household can look after, 
thus in no way interfering with the more arduous 
duties of the men folks in orchard and field. To estab 
lish the nucleus of a flock of pure-blooded fowl requires 
no large capital. Quite to the contrary, it can be done 
at a nominal cost, while the natural increase soon 
makes poultry culture a valuable adjunct in a divers, 
fied agriculture and horticulture. Indeed, it is entirely 
within reason to state that a goodly number of hens 
can be made to pay the living of an average family 
residing in suburban and rural districts. Many people 
so situated are doing it, and many more should avail 
themselves of the opportunity. 

Specializing in fruit culture, in live stock raising, and 
in garden and field crops has been a pronounced fes 
ture in the development of rural industry in California; 
it has given our pomology a foremost position in the 
world. But in spite of this, it nevertheless seems a 
waste of resource to allow an annual loss in by-products 
to take place which might be conserved and made into 
additional wealth by merely a little forethought and 
intelligent effort. For farmers to buy the eggs and 
table poultry consumed in their own households: has 
always seemed an uncalled for thing which, in the 
interests of domestic economy, should be remedied. 
The industrious hen should be a feature on every well- 
regulated fruit farm in the Southwest, the same as she 
is on the continent of Eurone and in the thickly settled 
region of the Mississippi Valley. 

Get a few hens and d-monrtrete the feasibility and 
profitableness of the proposition. 


Just at this time, when the show season Is immedl- 
ately ahead, breeders (and more especially the begin- 
ners,) will be interested in showroom paraphernalia. Of 
this, the exhibition coop easily occupies first place, and 
should be twenty-four inches square and thirty inches 
high. The front is made of heavy upright wire pieces 
set into the wood. The frame is covered with muslin 


and they are a great improvement over the kind often 
seen at the county fairs and small poultry shows. 

Fanciers and breeders who contemplate showing 
their birds will find these coops of advantage in con- 
ditioning and growing their exhibition specimens. By 
accustoming their best birds to showroom conditions 
just before the show dates, they become docile and 
tame, which is certainly an advantage when the judge 
comes to make the awards. 


Poultry in the Light of a “Snap.” 


Much has been said and written bearing on the ins 
and outs of poultry culture as a commercial proposition, 
due primarily to the fact that many, very many, people 
who embark do so with no knowledge or experience 
in the business. Again, others treat it too lightly, fail- 
ing to realize that it is quite as much a business as 
banking, manufacturing and the mercantile lines. In 
the light of these facts the query “Is Poultry Raising a 
Snap?” is germane to the subject, to which Mr. Bach 
Hall of Pasadena has sent to The Illustrated Times 
Weekly the following suggestive correspondence: 

“To the above question we answer yes, providing the 
reader is willing to call it a “snap” when he puts into 
it the same time, labor and money that he would into 
any other business expecting to have it turn out a suc 
cess. Why so many people should expect it to be a 
pick-up-gold-in-the-street proposition is not so easily ex- 
plained, except from the self-evident fact that a large 


percentage of failures have been among those who ev. 


dently had the notion that it was a “snap,” but just 
why it should be they would hardly be expected to 
make plain. 

“The successful poultry man will be the first to assert 
that it is a business requiring, as it does, forethought. 
judgment and energy. Therefore, whoever takes it up 
will need both a business head and hands which are 
prepared for work day in and day out the year around. 

“As soon as we realize that the ‘snaps’ are almost all 
handed out and that the Bible saying of earning .the 
bread by the sweat of the brow is almost all the ‘snap’ 
that is left for any of us, then failures in poultry raise 
ing will decrease and we will chase something more 
substantial than shadows with the assurance that the 
‘snap’ will be coming to us after we have earned it. 

“The hen has been called the egg-machine, which, in 
fact, she is; but she cannot be expected to be different 
to other machinery. She needs good care and atten- 
tion, with which she will rarely disappoint her owner. 
But neglect her, and give her haphazard attention, and 
the result will soon show itself in the egg shortage, 
coming usually at the time when they are most needed. 

“The moral then is, begin with the idea that you are 
about to start a business, select your hens as near as

| Poultry as Staple Food. 

{New York Sun:] It cannot be denied that the prob- 
lem of properly feeding the family on the average in- 
come is becoming more complicated, that the margin 
between weekly receipts and expenditures is con- 
stantly decreasing and that the question of ways and 
means to keep things running on the old basis is a 
serious one. It is right here that the American hen 
steps in and offers to shoulder a portion of the burden. 
The amount of the lead that she can carry depends en- 
tirely upon the opportunities afforded her. She cannot 
do the work alone; she must have intelligent co-opera- 
tion. 

First, it must be recognized that poultry meat at cur- 
rent prices is no longer a luxury; it is a staple. Lay- 
ing aside the elements of palatability and ease of diges- 
tion, both very important, the fact remains that at cur- 
rent market prices certain classes of poultry products 
are the cheapest meat foods when considered on the 
basis of money cost, amount of waste and the digest- 
ible nutrients which they contain. Naturaljy, this does 
not apply to the best grade of table eggs, at the prices 
which obtain during the late fall and winter months, 
nor to such delicacies as early broilers, spring roasters, 
winter squabs, green geese and ducks, pheasants and 
other poultry specialties of similar grade. However, 
this point is clear—many of these luxuries can be pro- 
duced on the city or suburban lot at a cost so small 
ta 

Experimental work conducted under government 
supervision has conclusively demonstrated that fow! at 
20 cents a pound is a cheaper food than beef loin at 25 
cents, beef shoulder at 20 cents, pork loin at 20 cents 
and fresh cod at 15 cents. It about equals eggs at 24 
cents a den and whole milk at 8 cents a quart. Fur- 
ther, that families able to purchase the expensive cuts 
of beef can equally well afford to buy the high-priced 
poultry specialties previously mentioned, which, dollar 
for dollar, supply equal amounts of nourishment in ad- 
dition to furnishing a welcome variety to the bill of 
fare. 

If these table products can with economy be used 
when purchased on the open market, how much more 
freely should they be consumed when produced by the 
home flock at a fraction of market prices. Every city 
back yard offers possibilities in the line of egg, chicken 
and squab production sufficient to supply an ordinary 
family; every suburban place and village acre affords 
opportunities to grow enough of these staples for home 
use and have a surplus to turn into cash. Such sales 
may frequently be made to meet the actual expenses 
of the plant, so the home supply costs nothing but the 
spare time labor devoted to the work. 

The best advice is to begin on a small scale, keep- 
ing only a few birds until experience warrants expan- 
sion. Following this plan, one invests but a small 
sum and any errors can be corrected without serious 
loss 


eges and properly-grown chickens really taste. 
one has said that it would be better for the American 
people to eat “more chickens and celery and less hog 
and hominy.” There is much truth in this. Test it. 
But grow your chickens and celery at home if you can 
possibly arrange to do so. Convert the waste from 
your table into food that cost good dollars to purchase. 


The Scuppernong Vine. 
[New York Sun:] The scuppernong is the popular 
grape with the people of the Southern States, and 
they are also fond of the vine. But the scuppernong 
vine is in a class by itself. It is the near descendant 
of a wild species, and retains many characteristics of 
the uncultivated vine, which loves to run when and 
where it will. 
The vines are propagated from runners which may 
be had from any established vine by pulling or dig- 
ging up the overhanging and rooted branches. These 
should be set out in the fall, and may be trained either 
on a scaffold or trellis, the former requiring less atten- 
tion, while the latter affords easier access for pruning 
and gathering the fruit and gives the vine more fruit- 
bearing surface. 
The running poles are best if of large cypress or juni- 
per saplings, three to five inches in diameter, stripped 
of their bark; yet any sort of pole or rail may be used 
for this purpose, as it may easily be replaced when rot- 
ten. If trellising is preferred convenience may again 
be regarded in the selection of posts, as on account of 
their small size it is not difficult to replace them when 
needed.

Fruit, Grain and Stock- 
Raising in California.

Pear-Growing. 
ONE OF CALIFORNIA’S OLDEST AND 
FINEST INDUSTRIES. 


By Edwin F. Schallert. 


HE pear is the pride of California's heart, for it is 

among her oldest fruit trees. Some of the pears 

which were planted in the days when the padres 
first came to this land of the Golden West still stretch 
forth their spreading branches, with their white blos 
soms, and burden of green and yellow fruit. And 
through all the years when the old fruit orchards of 
California were desolate, after the missions fell iato 
neglect and before the Americans came, drawn by the 
jure of gold, the pear trees never ceased to fulfill their 
lifework. Uncared for they stood for many years while 
other trees succumbed to neglect, and they refreshed 
with their fruit the first chance travelers who came up- 
on the mission orchards. These trees have seen one 
generation and another die and pass into history, and 
have lived on. They stand today as they always have 
stood, living monuments of the supremacy of California 
as a horticultural region. 

Only once in its history has the pear industry been 
threatened seriously and that has been in the last 
decade when the blight, probably the most dreaded dis- 
cas in the horticultural world, devastated orchard upon 
orchard. In two years it wiped out nearly all the pear 
trees in the upper San Joaquin Valley, and began to 
make headway into the great groves of the Sacramento 
Valley, the most important pear section of the State. 
It was only after the most strenuous fight that it 
could be brought under anything like control, and even 
yet it stands as a living menace to the industry. 

The story of the war waged against pear blight is a 
story in itself. Perhaps some idea can be gained of 
the magnitude of the efforts that were required when 
the effects of the disease are pointed out. 


Destructive Power of the Blight. 


In the season of 1901 and 1902 there were in Fresno 
county 125,040 pear trees and in Kings county 43,700. At 
this time, according to good authorities the blight was 
just entering the State,—although others claim that it 
had been introduced earlier—and it made its first great 
fnroads in the San Joaquin Valley, leaving behind it 
nought but rain and devastation. By 1903 and 1904 
there were only 1520 trees in Fresno county—1520 com- 
pared with 125,040 two years before, and in Kings 
county authorities say there was not a single tree. This 
in itself is sufficient to show what an enemy had to be 
withstood in the blight. 

The pear blight was one of the first diseases in the 
vegetable kingdom to be demonstrated as originating 
from bacteria. Years and years ago it entered the or- 
chards of the eastern Atlantic slope and wrought great 
havoc. Pear, apple and quince groves were attacked, 
and section after section was wasted. The relentless 
power of this disease can only be likened to certain 
plagues which have attacked human beings in some sec- 
tions of the world, for its work is almost as quick as it 
is deadly. 

For long years California was free from its ravages 
although the growers who had brought with them 
eastern experience continually dreaded its introduction. 
At last, however, the day came when fortune’s favor 
was withdrawn and the disease made its appearance. 

Once it makes even a little headway pear blight 
spreads rapidly. Bees and other insects carry the 
germs from tree to tree, depositing them in flowers 
where they at once begin their work. Ev man is 
sometimes an instrument in spreading the blight by 
carrying the infection from tree to tree with pruning 
shears, thus allowing it to enter the tender shoots, 
whence it spreads to the whole tree. 

The best way to cure a pear tree infected with blight— 
as an experienced horticulturist expressed it to me once 
—is to cut it down. Of course it is not quite as bad as 
that, but there really is practically only one way, and 
that is to cut away the infected parts, and this may re- 
sult in cutting down the tree if the disease has spread all 
over it. This operation of cutting away the infected 
parts generally takes place in the winter time, in what 
may be termed the dormant season, and requires great 
care on the part of those engaged in the work to see 
that all the bad spots are removed. There are other 
minor cures which are sometimes used, but taken alto 
gether cutting away of the diseased twigs, branches 
and bark has proven the most effective. 

At one time the danger to the pear industry from this 
disease created such apprehension in California that a 
special expert on pear blight was sent out by the De 
partment of Agriculture, and the State government also 
became interested in the work. The efforts of Prof. M. 
B. Waite, the department's expert, had much to do with 
lessening the danger from the disease. 


The Value of the Pear. 


During the years when the blight was at its height, 
the shipments of pears from the State fell off to half 
and less than half what they were previously, and it is

It 
is to set the pace in apartment buildings, one being 
planned to occupy a sightly slope up near the hills, to 
have surrounding it a large piece of ground wonder- 
fully improved. 

As the record stands at this writing, September 
should show a building activity of more than 1200 per- 
mits at a cost of about $2,500,000. 

Ninety-one acres of land near Venice has changed 
hands at the price of $100,000. It will be subdivided. 

The twelve-story office building planned for the cor- 
ner of Seventh street and Grand avenue, is to be 
changed from reinforced concrete to steel. 

In East Los Angeles at North Broadway and Work- 
man street a new theater is to be erected with a seat- 
ing capacity of about 900.

The Los Angeles Investment Company is about to 
put on the market a part of the Rancho Clenaga re- 
cently purchased for $7,000,000.

The little town of Rialto, in San Bernardino county, 
is about to be adorned with a tourist hotel in every 
respect of the highest type, to cost about $60,000. 

The Baptist congregation of Monrovia is looking 
forward to the early dedication of a church that has 
cost $26,000. 

The Howe property on Sixth and Spring streets, pur- 

chased recently at a cost of about $1,000,000, is to be 
improved at an early date with what will be one of the 
handsomest and most costly office buildings in the city. 
The. structure cost about $1,500,000, and whén 
finished will be the new home of the Merchants Na- 
tional Bank. 
At Globe, Ariz, the Inspiration Company is now 
employing 600 men, and is increasing the number every 
week. The plans for a 7500-ton concentrator are be- 
ing drawn. At the same point the Miami Company's 
mill has 1000 men on its payroll. 

A new outgiving comes from Redding, Cal., as to 
smelting of iron by electricity. The plant is at Herault, 
where experiments have been going on for years. The 
latest news is that the process is entirely successful.

Wasted Campaign Funds. 


{New York Press:] American button and badge 
manufacturers, in convention assembled, have resolved 
that thus early in the Presidential campaign $2,000,000 
has been spent on their wares by the political promot- 
ers. There is no word from the makers of the cam- 
paign banner, which hangs across the street bearing 
unintended caricatures of the candidates. Nor have 
the manufacturers of transparencies and torches been 
heard from. The sum of expenditures in these agen- 
cies of a “campaign of education” has been roughly 
reckoned by dilettante statisticians, and one may sur- 
mise a vast outlay on the Presidential canvass with- 
out going into the items of billboards, magazine and 
newspaper advertising, hall rent, traveling expenses 
for speakers and hiring workers at the polls. 

Passibly when all the direct and indirect expense 
is reckoned this quadrénnial budget of political ex- 
pendifure would be somewhere around $50,000,000. 
Not less than 75 per cent. of that is sheer waste. If 
the government were to pay the expenses of national 
campaigns, as some have proposed, the proverbial in- 
dulgence of Uncle Sam in the matter of appropriations 
might run as high as the cost of keeping up the United 
States navy.

it. SOFT CHIFFONS, CHARMEUSE AND SATIN.

| cost something, my lady—yes, indeed!—no matter how 
carefully you may contrive. If you are only wise 
enough to be able to make your own frocks, and are 
clever at imitating and adapting, you may go to the 
most fashionable shops, and have a look at the very 
most stunning gowns—look long and carefully, so that 
before you start for home your gown is pretty com- 
pletely designed. And you may have a two hundred 
and fifty dollar model perhaps for fifty dollars. Well, 
let us see. Here is a model of cream brocade satin 
which would cost you a pretty penny. It has a short- 
waisted under-bodice of cream chiffon embroidered in 
gold butterflies. The chiffon is draped in soft folds 
over plain white satin, forming a draped short sleeve. 
Over this is an open bodice of the brocade, cut low in 
the back, and joining the brocade outer skirt, which 
falls into a divided train over the chiffon, and which 
separates from the bodice in front, the right side eros 
ing the left and coming to a point, where a golden 
butterfly is fastened, from which is suspended gilt cords, 
with small butterflies clinging to them. Butterfly or- 
naments are at each shoulder, and on the bosom. The 
underskirt of chiffon is made over a plain, tight-fitting 
underskirt of satin, fitted in about the feet, with a 
slit of a few inches at the bottom to give freedom of 
movement, but which is almost invisible under the 
chiffon, although an occasional glimpse of the silken 
clad foot may be had. Little golden jeweled butterflies 
may be worn in the hair. 
Simpler models will be popular for dancing. An ac- 
cordion plaited skirt of chiffon, worn beneath a straight 
girdied tunic, may constitute a chic, youthful costume. A 
charming frock is made with a shell pink satin plain un- 
derdress, over which is worn chiffon of the same shade, 
deftly bordered with pink spangles. The low-neck bodice 
is made simply, with a piece of the chiffon passing in 
folds from the waist line, two and a half inches from the 
center on either side, over the shoulder, to the waist 
line in the back. Two chiffon skirts divided in the cen- 
ter front fall from the high waist line, the under one 
reaching to within a few inches of the bottom of the 
under dress, while the upper drapery is gathered a few 
inches higher, and allowed to drop over in a fold. A 
large satin bow catches it where it almost meets in front, 
and a wide sash of the same material is crushed into 
a girdle about the waist, finished on the right side with 
a bow. 
Another deliciously simple and beautiful gown is made 
with a tulle kimono bodice over charmeuse, with an 
inch wide border of real lace insertion set slightly back 
from the edges of the round, low neck, and the short 
sleeves. A little pannier of velvet, in the same color, 
reaches up from either side of the center of the waist 
line, coming to a point toward the shoulder. Over the 
plain, rather close fitting charmeuse skirt a lace over- 
drape falls in straight coat-like lines, about two inches 
each side of the center, to about the knee. A large 
black velvet or charmeuse bow, without ends, is worn 
at the waist line in front. 
Some of the accordion plaited chiffon models for 
young girls are made over a plain, tight fitting silk 
underdress, with no trimming excepting a little passe 
menterie about the neck and sleeves, and a silk, satin 
or velvet girdle. That is the advantage of the accordion 
plaited chiffon. It is so pretty and dainty of itself that 
it needs no further adornment. Its delicate texture has 
a softening effect upon the skin and features, accentuat- 
ing youthfulness. 
It would seem that our skirts are to be longer this 
season, and that one of the fads is an uneven skirt bot- 
tom line. “Many of the cleverest drapery schemes,” 
says an authority, “demanding such unevenness, and a 
skirt revealing the foot and ankle at some point where 
the drapery is lifted, or where the skirt is opened up a 
little way, no longer seem unusual.”

Many of these men 
have “passed beyond —let us hope to where there is 
no smoke—yet, varied as are the opinions, they still 
speak to us and their influence remains. 

When this list shall have been finished it is the in- 
tention to follow it with the opinions of the leading 
local clergymen. 

Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D., Brooklyn: It seems to 
me that this question of the use of tobacco by clercymen 
is one that every minister should decide for himself. I 
do not, therefore, speak for others, but express only my 
own individual opinion when I say that I believe tobacco 
to be ruinous to one’s physical health, whether he be 
clergy or layman. It is not a rapid poison. The taste 
for tobacco may be endured for generations, but sooner 
or later I believe it acts disastrously in some way, either 
to the mind or to the body. Nor is this a statement of 
glittering generalities. I know whereof I speak. For 
many years I smoked cigars, but I do not do so now. I 
would not now think of smoking a cigar any more than 
I would drink a vial of laudanum. I came to give up 
the habit in this way: I was living in Syracuse, N. ., 
but had just been called to Philadelphia. An elder in 
the Philadelphia church to which I had accepted a call 
offered, as one of the inducements to my coming, that 
he would give me all the cigars I wanted the rest of my 
life free of charge. He was a Wholesale tobacconist 
and would have kept his promise. At that time cigars 
were higher in price than they are now, and the offer 
meant the saving of a great deal of money to me. 1 
was then smoking to my full capacity, that is, I used as 
many cigars as health would permit. I thought to my- 
self, what would happen if I should get them free? The 
thought so appalled me that I made a resolution then 
and there to stop smoking and never touch tobacco 
again in any manner or form, and from that day to this 
I never have. Now, I would not take up smoking again 
for all the surplus in the treasury. 

As 1 sald before, every clergyman must settle the 
question for himself, according to his own conscience 

and belief. But, as for myself, smoking is utterly out 
of the question. It is my opinion that many clergymen 
who have on their tombstone “Died in the Lord” might 
have for a more appropriate epitaph “Killed by

While the evils of alcohol are vastly greater than the 
evils of tobacco, on the other hand it appears to me 
easier to construct an argument in favor of the mod- 
erate use of alcohol than in favor of the moderate use 
of tobacco.

Prof. L. F. Foster read a paper before the pharma- 
cology section of the International Chemists’ Congress 


ot New York, in which he described tests of the value 
ot thoroughly chewing food. There were some who 


were normal chewers, some Flietcherizers and some 
bolters. While all did about the same on the diet 
provided, in some respects the Fletcherizers showed 

slightly better results. 2 

Prof. Foster sums up the results as follows: “Our 
data indicate that when meat is bolted in fifteen milli- 
meter cubes the difference in utilization is not pro- 
nounced and cannot be considered as furnishing an 
experimental basis for the belief that food bolting is 
harmful. In other words, our data fail to show the 
advantages of Fletcherizing or the harmfulness of food 
bolting.” 

If the test was made wholly upon meat, the test was 
far from being complete. The bolting of meat or other 
nitrogenous food is more or less harmless, but the bolt- 
ing of the starches and sweets, especially the starches, 
is harmful; in fact, is fraught with much danger to the 
digestive organs. The reason of this is that the 
starches need the thorough mixing and coating of the 
saliva—being alkaline in its reaction—before entering 
the stomach; while, on the other hand, meats and 
similar foods do not depend upon the alkaline medium 
for their digestion, but on the acid medium of the stom- 
ach. Among the nitrogenous substances, or proteids, 
in fodds that are digested mainly in the stomach, by 
the gastric juice, may be mentioned the nutritive parts 
of all lean meats, fish and eggs (the whites;) also a 
large per cent. of the legumes (beans, peas, lentils, 
peanuts,) a portion of cheese, and nearly all kinds of 
nuts. 

All of these should be well masticated so that the 
gastric juice can thoroughly permeate them. It is 
claimed that the quantity of gastric juice secreted in 
twenty-four hours ranges from ten to twenty pints for 
a healthy adult. 

A year or more ago Dr. Wiley claimed that meat 
could bé swallowed in chunks, as the gastric juices of 
the stomach could take care of it without the neces- 
sity of thorough mastication. That is true, but there is 
a question involved which is of serious import. If one 
becomes careless in regard to eating meat, he soon 
forms the habit of becoming careless in the mastica- 
tion of other foods. On the other hand, if he masti- 
cates everything thoroughly—until it is near liquefied— 


he is forming a good habit. I do not indorse the Glad-

Metchnikoff, in his well-known work on tongevity, 
while admitting that thorough mastication is benefi- 
cial, as all standard works on physiology have taught 
for a halfcentury or more, claims that exces- 
sive mastication is injurious, producing a disease com- 
mon in Fietcherism, known as Bradyfagy. N 

Dr. Allen, well and favorably known, also believes 
that Fletcherism is, to a certain extent and in a cer- 
tain direction, detrimental. Commenting on the same, 
Mr. Fletcher avoids, by his system, that 
part only of the vast waste of vitality due to complete 


elimination by having no waste to eliminate; but this 


is not physiological, inasmuch as it does not exercise 
the intestines naturally.” 


Mouth and Stomach Digestion. 


PROPOS to the subject of meat and starch diges- 

tion the Hygienist (an excellent periodical pub- 
lished In Denver and edited by Dr. R. R. Daniels,) 
says: Under normal conditions the digestive fluid of 
the stomach is always acid, slightly so when starchy 
foods are taken alone; extremely so when meats are 
taken, as meats fequire considerable acid for their 
digestion. This acid is hydrochloric acid; the sodium- 
chloride which is constantly present in considerable 


‘| quantities in the blood. This hylirochloric acid serves 


two purposes; first, it is a decided antiseptic; it pre- 
vents the putrefaction and fermentation of the food; 
it is formed in the presence of meat and other nitro- 


.| genous foods since these foods take on retrograde 


changes much more easily than do any other classes 
of foods. Second, the hydrochloric acid destroys ail 
disease germs which may be taken in with the food. 
Most digestion in the stomach is accomplished by 
means of the pepsin formed by another variety of 
glands found in the stomach walls—the pepsin can at- 
tack the meats only in the presence of a considerable 
amount of hydrochloric acid. Starch digestion, under 
norma! conditions and with proper mastication, begins 
in the mouth, as the saliva contains a ferment which 
attacks this class of foods. After the starch reaches 
the stomach, if sufficient saliva has been mixed with 
it, the digestion of the starch continues unless the 
stomach contents become strongly acid, as is the 
case when meat is present. When the stomach con- 
tains only starchy food the contents are passed on 
into the duodenum in a relatively short time, as there 
is no digestive ferment formed in the stomach which 
has any action on the starches. On the other hand, if 
meats are present in the stomach, all of the food is 
retained for a relatively longer time to permit the di- 
gestion of the meats. When only starchy foods are 
eaten, the stomach is called upon to do little or no 
work and is emptied more rapidly.” 

Dr. Daniels was asked why it is that if the 
simultaneous digestion of starchy foods and meats 
is so difficult, how is it that many people, in fact, the 
great majority, eat meats and starches, and starches 
and acids together all the time and yet are apparently 
well nourished? 

To this he replied: “In the first place nearly every 
one eats one meal a day without proteid food yet con- 
taining sufficient starch to maintain the body. The 
only difficulty in this case is to get rid of the stareh 
that is taken at the other meals. In those possessing 
vigorous organs of digestion, this is often accom- 
plished with but little or no appreciable disturbance.” 

Not every one who abuses his body develops dis- 
ease any more than every one who spends money fool- 
ishly becomes bankrupt. Many millionaires eventu- 
ally go broke, just as many persons of good constitu- 
tion die young. We criticise the spendthrift because 
he could use his money to better advantage; similarly, 
in a few years, we will criticise the man who spends 
his vital force in over-eating, drinking and following 
enervating habits when there are so many opportuni- 
ties to do good work.

A Proof of the Pudding. 


LTHOUGH I have passed the so-called age limit (the

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Economics of Public Health. 
Two Conventions in Which the Subject is 
Considered. 

WO hygienic conventions within a month of each 

other in the United States are good indices of the 
‘endency of the public mind. The International Con- 
grees of Hygiene and Demography opened on Septem- 
ber 23 in Washington. This is its fifteenth session. It 
vas never before convened in the United States. Its 
attendance includes scientists from every civilized na- 
tion, who have had much to say concerning their ex- 
»eriemces in their respective branches, and of the prog 
ress that has been mode in different countries along 
the lines of hygienic discovery and practice. Reports 
showed that proportionately to population there were 
50,000 fewer deaths in the United States in 1910 than 
in 1890; and that this was true in the ‘ace of the fact 
that the death rate from chronic diseases has increased 
in the same twenty years, showing that sanitary 
sclence has largely cheated preventable disease of its 
harvest of death. 

The fourth meeting of the National Conservation 
Congress will be held in Indianapolis October 1 to 4 
inclusive. According to the Dallas Morning News, 
eminent men from all parts of the United States 
and Europe have been invited to discuss the question of 
conserving human life. It is more than probable that 
the largest number of notables ever assembled on the 
American continent will be present. and that the scope 
of the discussion will be broader than ever before at- 
tempted. This is a very clear indication of the thor- 
ough awakening among the best thinkers to the foolish 
waste of life and health that has been in progress, and 
the necessity of sanitary changes and instruction in 
hygiene as means of prevention. 

Some interesting statistics have been gathered as t 
the economic value of the conservation of good health 
and te, and the prevention of waste in this direction. 

“Prof. J. 8. Nicholson estimated that in Great Britain 
human labor, capitalized, was worth five times all other 
capital,” states the reports. “Engel computed that each 
child cost 100 marks the first year, 120 the second, 
and so on. At twenty he will have cost 2312 marks, or 
$560. But one half die before twenty. Therefore each 
person who reaches the age of 20 actually costs society 
much more than $560, possibly as high as $1000, if 
Engels estimates are correct. Prof. MayoSmith esti- 
mated that men and women between the ages of 15 
and 45 averaged $1000 in value. As to the value of im- 
migrants to this country, he says: ‘Every immigrant 
must represent labor value with at least the value of 
a slave. It is figured that each immigrant is worth 
$876.’ 

It is further said that in a report on national vi- 
tality, recently issued, Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale Uni- 
versity stated that the best way to estimate the econ- 
omic value of life, and its increased duration is by the 
capitalization of earning power. 

The agricultural laborer’s new-born baby is esti- 
mated by Dr. William Farr of England as worth, in 
eanitalized earning power, $25. “This is the discounted 
value of its future earnings, estimated on its probable 
life, less the discounted value of the cost of rearing it 
during the period of dependence, and of maintaining lt 
when helpless through old age. In the same way he es- 
timates the value of a life at other ages.” 

This estimate given by Dr. Farr is said by Dr. 
Fisher to be a safe one to use as a guide in making es 
timates for agricultural laborers in the United States 
representing roughly the relative work of a Man or 
woman. He says that to obtain the absolute figures 
we need simply to multiply those given by Farr by a 
constant factor representing the ratio between the 
average earnings in the United States and the earnings 
which Farr uses as the yearly income of an agricultural 
laborer. He gives, as a minimum, $700 per annum for 
the average earnings of workers of all grades “from 
day laborers to railroad presidents.” The assumption 
is, of course, that all of the working years are actually 
emplored ix work. But he says that since one fourth 
of the persons of working age are not actually em- 
ployed in work, but are often supported by earnings of 
capital, the average should be cut down to $525, or 
three-fourths of the first given figure. 

The Nation's Sick List. 

It may be interesting to note that statistics show a 
constant sick list in the United States. with the present 
population, of more than 2,000,000. Most of these are 
older than the average. From the assumption oi 8.0 
for the average earnings during the working years, 
with only three-fourths o!f the 1,000,000 potential work- 

“ers occupied, more than $500,000,000 is found to be lost 
from earnings. And $1,500,000,000 is found to be the 
minimum annual cost of medical attendance, nursing 
and other necessities in the care of the sick, of all 
classes, as figured from statistics by Dr. Biggs of New 
York. 

Further interesting statistics state that the loss to 
consumptives alone aggregates $660,000,000. The an- 
nual cost of typhoid is given as $350,000,000. Malaria 
is estimated at 100,000,000, and insect diseases at 
$200,000,000. The cost of the care of the insane and 
feeble-minded is estimated at 85,000,000. 

Over a billion dollars spent in the care of the sick, 
and three-fourths of it, say eminent authorities, pre- 
ventable. If such a sum could be set aside for pur- 
poses of prevention, there would be a surplus left over 


the window of a lower apartment. Application 
made to the different city departments, but no 
of prevention could be found, since the dumping 
done siyly after dark. Such things as this are not 
unusual. 

A good suggestion is an institution for patients of 
tubercular tendency, where an open-air, roof gym 
nasium could be established, with a professor to teach 
the patients how to straighten up and give their lungs 
room to breathe, and to give them proper instruction 
in respiration. There could be open-air bedrooms and 
dining-rooms, and a good-sized open space for games, 
and exercises of all kinds. In this way the consump- 
tive tendency in the patient could be cured in the heart 
of the city: and this would surely cost the city no more 
than the care of these patients when too far gone to 
be of any use to themselves or to others. A move has 
been made in this direction by Mrs. Vanderbilt through 
the incipient tubercular apartment house, built and 
equipped by her in New York. While what she has 
done is splendid and admirable, it is only the smaliest 
part of that which should be accomplished. 

The new model tenement-houses have also gone far 
toward improving the sanitary conditions for the poor 
in large cities. But there are still quarters where the 
very poorest classses must live, reeking with foul 
smelis, dark and poorly ventilated.

depots. The one death was caused by pneumonia. 

During the year 2,193,684 bottles of milk were sup- 
plied and 1,326,100 glasses of milk were served at the 
summer stations in the parks and on the recreation | 
piers. While the number of infant milk depots in the 
city has increased to nearly a hundred the Straus sta- 
tions are the only ones that supply the milk in nursing

Avenue B. Mount Morris Park, 120th street and Madi- 
sch avenue. 

At all the depots free medical attendance is supplied 
when desired, with instructions for the mothers. 


The Universal Poisons.

Some of the Causes and Means of Anmel- 
oration of His Condition.

The very sensitive, nervous child, treated in an over- 
bearing manner by the parent, with however good in- 
tention, cannot possibly reach its full physical and men- 
tal development.

But its corrections and punishments 
should never be violent or physically humiliating: but 
such as to give it time to think. The parent who be- 
lieves in implicit obedience without explanation is mis- 
taken. This process creates a rebellious spirit in the 
continuous and productive of ill effecte physically for 
child.

Parents would be surprised to know how much of 
their children's defective health and unsatisfactory de- 
velopment during and after puberty is due to ill-consid- 
ered or un-considered treatment, which could not be 
placed under the head of cruelty as crueliy is under- 
stood. The sufferings of the nervous child under the 
shock of the parent's bursts of anger are, however, often 
very poignant; and the effects of them remain long 
after the episode is forgotten by the parent. 

Excessive nervousness is an abnormality in a child. 
It cannot be corrected by punishment, nor by ignoring 
it. It cannot be successfully dealt with excepting by 
the parent who has absolute contro! over himself or her- 
self in the situation. 


Organic and Functional Nervous Disease. 


Physicians divide nervous diseases into two classes— 
organic and functional. Functional disturbances are 
those in which no lesion or abnormality of structure is 
involved, but in which some organic derangement is 
present, the cause often being unknown, and not de- 
tectable. Physicians believe, however, that any true 
nervous disorder is dependent upon some organic 
change in the action of cell and neurone, as there are 
some underlying symptoms common to all nervous af, 


if not always a cure, at least great improvement where 
sensory control had been lost entirely. Even in loco- 


remediable, patients have been taught by the indirect 
use of nerves and muscles not affected to help them- 
selves to a degree far beyond former expectations, loco- 
motion being well restored by education of the central 
nervous system. 

Since this is possible, when a mother is confronted by 
nervous disorder in her child, either functional or or- 
ganic, she should not become discouraged. Neither 
should she become indifferent or careless: for while 
there is much to be hoped, it is only by strictest care

If one or two or 
three months do not bring about improvement, the child 
may be withdrawn if desirable. 

Another danger of keeping the nervous defect in the 
home is the effect upon the other children. In the 
home of the young man whose case is cited above the 
older sister, a beautiful and charming girl, began to ex- 
hibit symptoms in a mild form similar to those of the 


boy. The boy being constantly in her charge, and the “ 


girl being nervous and sensitive, the result was inet 
table. Since the boy, with his peculiarities, was never 
kept in the background, the girl's young companions 
gradually dropperd away from her, and her life became 
quite isolated from the pleasures of the young. The sad 
denouement was the failure of the health of a young 
girl who should have been a perfectly normal, healthy 
woman.

[Dr. Leonard Keene Hirshberg, in Physical Culture:! 
A consumptive is ordered to sleep in the open air, and 
is fed on rich milk and eggs in order that his blood 
may become clear and healthy and so be able to wage 
a successful war against the tubercle bacilli in his 
lungs. He is given no drugs whatever and no effort 
is ordinarily made to combat the bacilli directly. 

The same things occurs in the case of pneumonia, 
typhoid fever, yellow fever and other diseases The 
patient is well nourished and well nursed, and when- 
ever medicine may lend a hand by reducing a fever or 
aiding in the removal of waste products—this aid is 
given. But the main fight—the actual war on the 
germs—must be conducted by the body itself.

Tea and coffee must be 
abjured for the present. Very little meat should be 
eaten at dinner. Green vegetables should be given 
preference, and these should be prepared by steaming 
Pies and rich pu@dings mußt be foregone. Custard, 
tapioca and rice pudd@ineaa baked apples, or crushed 
fruit are wholesome desserts. Buttermilk should al- 
ways be drunk with the diniier. 
any other meal also, for it is a great purifier. The pa- 
tient must always eat moderately, and never be ween 
meals. Condiments and high seasoning must be posi- 
tively avoided. 

Care must be taken to keep the bowels in easy full 
action all the time. The nostrils should be sprayed 
every morning and every evening with a mild anti- 
septic, holding the mouth open, the fluid being imme- 
diately expectorated. Once a day the throat should be 
gargied with a solution of very warm water, with half 
a flat teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda, and the same 
quantity of salt. * 

Midway between the meals two or three cupfula of 
hot water should be drunk, as this cleans down the pas- 
sages, freeing them of mucous deposits. 

We would commend to the patient the sleeping porch 
habit; and earnestly urge her to spend as much time 
as possible during the day in the open air. A long walk 
every morning before breakfast is a splendid purifier 
and stimulus. She should also give particular atten- 
tion to her habits of breathing, holding the shoulders 
back and the chest up, so that the lungs are in no wise 
crowded, and expanding them to the full depth and 
breadth. This patient must never remain in a stuffy, 
poorly ventilated apartment. The quality of her blood 
needs changing. It needs purifying. If she Will take 
herself determinedly in hand, and follow out the ragime 
as outlined, faithfully in every detail, there a little 
doubt that she will be rewarded by the restoration of 
her sense of taste. If she could go to some rugged 
country place, live out of doors, eat simple, wholosome 
food, tramp the woods and hills every day, the same pur- 
pose would be answered, including, of course, the local 
treatment for nose and throat. Her system is probably 
full of impurities, and with the removal of these im- 
purities by thoroughly hygienic living should entirely 
correct the defection. Physical culture exercises added 
to her daily programme will, of course, prove helpful.

I can hardly 
credit this statement. Nor do I believe that potato 
starch is advisable for infants, as would be inferred 
from the sentence at the bottom of the page. 

“Nor can I agree with Dr. Kellogg that potash salts 
are desirable ingredients of foods. The potash ion is 
far more poisonous than the soda ion. Nor do I agree 
with the statement that meats contain a very great
